CSF ſhipſul!) chat the Sonnes of Seth, and 

S>>4c 4, Seneca, or ſome other zealous philolo- 
x phers, becing detirous to leaue ſome 
ching worth memoric vnto their po- 
e ſterities; did make two pillats, one of 
e eriſſe, and another of eatth, wherein 
were grauen the principles of the ſeuen ſciences, to the end 


theit fucceſſots ſhould vn detſtãd the good wils of their pre- 


deceſſors: whereby they dia ſet forth & ſhe v all ſucli good 
knowledg & learning,as they had found out in their time, 
to the furt chers iceof their cõmon-Mealth. Solikewiſe now, 
things ueceſſary for the ſame, ought not to be deferted, or 
lightly to be tegatded, or forgotte. And heras the delight: 
ot people ate of diuers kinds, the ſame is perceived by cheix 
doings: but as touching their delights , thoſe oughe cheetly 
to be regarded which profit molt the commonwealth, As 
(among che reſt)the gauernment and pre ſeruation of catte) 
and ſuch like: wherein ( tor lacke of knowledge)oft times 
che poore man loſeth his beaſt, AlfoI haue knowne that 
the diſcalcd cattel df wealchy yeomen, and other poor men, 
ſometimes haue all petiſhæd, wherby the. whole pariſhes 
haue bin impoucrihed:which thing hath bin a great loile 
vnto ſuch townes, and alſo hinderances ynto the commons 
A 3 wealth 
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wealth, Mar. Tul. Cicero was euer deſirous to further couns 
try and common - wealth, and ſaid, hat day was euill ſpent, 

that he did not therein do good to his' common-Mealth: 

I would it were ſo now. Euen ſo likewiſe our predeceſſors, 

Ariftotle Lirgil, Plato, and many other in giuing vs cxam- 

ples therein, haue left immortall fame behind them in wri- 
ting, through the good zeale and loue they had to their 
countiy & common- wealth. Which thing like wiſe( Right 
worſhiptull)hath mooued me of long time to gather and 
put in writing the doings of duers and ſundry perſons, as 

wel ſtrangers, as of our own countrymen,to ſhew the helps 
for moſt diſcaſes in cattell. And for as much as ] am enſot- 
med your worſhip is deſirous to know & vnderſtand 

of the gouernment of cattell, and of the fatting of Oxen, to 
the intent to ſne the good will I beare, io further therein, 
I thought good to ſet foorth the practiſes of many mẽ, how 
to helpe cattell diſeaſed: which thing ought not to be kept 
ſecret ſor the lucre of a few: but rather I doe communicate 
this my labour to him that hath delight therin. If any think 
not well heereof or deſpiſe this my trauell, Iwill friendly 
defire them with theſe words: Quod meliora noſti, candidus 
impart ifi non, lis vtere mecum. Which iszlf you know any 
better howto mend it, of your curteſie impart it: if not, take 
part ofthis with me · Thus I leaue to trouble your worſhip 
any further, deſiring you to beare with this my plaine 
and rude ſtile, and to bee the defender thereof in print: and 
in ſo doing I ſhall thinke my trauell well beſtowed, my 


_ much delighted, and my good will well recompen- 
ed. 
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V Hen J had gathered and collected gentle Ken. 

dec)certatae medicines how fo2 to helpe c.ttell 
and to gouerne them; J conſidered what benefit,and pꝛo⸗ 
fit it might be to my countrie andcommon-wealth, eſpe⸗ 
clally vnto the huſbandmen, and ſuch as haue the go⸗ 
uernment of Dcen,Yozſes, Sheepe, and ſuch other cat- 
tell. Foꝛ oft times foꝛ want of knowledge, many cattell 
being ficke , doe periſh and die: whereas ſickneſſe and 
hurts are incident vnto men diuers waies, even ſo it 
chaunceth vnto cattell. Whereupon J thought it good to 
take occaſion fo2theloueof my countrey and common⸗ 
wealth, to w2ite ſomewhat , partiy of 85 gouernement 


fo; our moſt vſed catell, as Dren, Kine,Calues, Yo2ſes, 
Sheepe, hogges, and ſuch: with diuers appꝛoued reme⸗ 
dies fo2 them. Plainly and perfectly ſet fozthto be vnder- 
ſtood ofthe vnlearned huſbandman , as of the learned 
Gentleman: ſhewing ſoinewhat mozeoner foz the bones 
ſetting ina beaſt : Declaring likewiſe the oꝛder and na⸗ 
ture of Bogages, with the vſe of Dagges, and the cauſe of 
their madneſſe, with certaine helps againſt the bitten cat- 
tell, and alſo to helpe mangie Dogges, with diuers ap- 
pꝛoued wates to make monles , in any kindeof ground. 
Which thing ye ſhall find out in the Tables of the ſame 
by Alphabet, and number, diuided into thꝛer bookes. . 
Truſting (gentle Reader)thou wilt take all in good part, 
as is meant of the Authoz hereof, 
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To the Husbandman.

For ant ot knowledge and good 5ki!l, 
Oft times it may fo fall, 
A man that is full rich in beaſts, 
Hee may ſoone loſe them all.

As great a praiſe to him that ſaues, 
As he that can increaſe,

wiſe there are diuerſities of bodies and diuerſities of na⸗ 
furall courage: and likewiſe dinerfitie in halte and 
hoꝛne ot them. Fo2 thoſe oxen in Alia be of one ſoꝛt, and 
thoſe in Frace of another ſoꝛt:ſo likewiſe here in Eng! a 
of an other ſoꝛt. Andyet not ſo many diuerſities of pꝛotum 
ces, but as many diuerſities inthe beaſts ; as in icaly, in 
Capam, there they haue white Dren, x of ſmall body , pet 
berie good to labour in the plough and till the groũd. Alſo 
in the Dutchy of Veben, there are great Dren both white 
and red, mighty in body rok a great courage. In Tuſcane 
and about Rome, the dren are wol ſet + thicke, and ſtrong 
made to labonur.Likewiſe in the Alpes, ⁊ hils of Burgony, 
they be ſtrong © can well endure all labour, fair likewiſe 
withal, But neuertheleſſe,although thep doe thus differ 
in diuers parts, pet the buyer (hal marke and vnderftand 
herein cerfaine generall rules of Dren, the which Mgo of 
Carthage hath giuen vs, and ſaith; he that wil bup Dren, 
muſt buy poung oren, wel quartered, hauing large x big 
members, with long hoꝛnes ſomwhat black, ſtrong 4 big: 
his foꝛehead bzoad,and his bꝛowes wanckled: his cares 
cough within, 4 hairy like veinet,his eyes great & large, 
his mouzell blacke, his noſtrils croked within & very ope- 
and wide, the chinne of his necke long, thicke, and llechie: 
the dewlappe oz ſkinne that hangeth vnder his —

not yeeld ſo ſwne to the kreper.©ome do yoke them toge⸗ 
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be great in hanging almoſt downe to his knees, his bꝛeaſt 
rouns aud bigge, his ſhoulders large and dæpe: Dis belly 


bigge compalie in :alling deepe, his ribs to bee wide and 
oven, his raines large, his back ſtreight x flat, with a little. 
bending toward the rumpe: his thighes round, his legges 
ſtraight and well truſt, rather ſomwhat ſhoꝛt then long: 
his knees full and round truſt, his hofes 4 clawes on his 
feete to be large and bꝛoad vnder fete, his tayle long, and 
wel haired:and to be bꝛerfe, his body to be thick and ſhozt, 
his colour to be red oꝛʒ black is beſt.Alſo to be gentle and 
eaſie to handle 4 touch, to lead o2 to occupie.Theſe are the 
chiefeſt pꝛoperties (ita mã would buy) to know a god ore 
by, her ſhall follow the beſt way how foꝛ to tame them. 


The manner and way beſt fora manto 
8 tame his Oxen. 


Irſt to vſe it beſt is this:pe ſhal vſe to handle pour ors 

en, and touch thein when they are pong bullockes and 
calues,and alſo vᷣſe to tye them and to bind them to the 
ſtall, ſo that hereafter,it ſhall not be painfull vnto vou to 
tame them, noz yet ſo dangerous to bzuiſe them as when 
they were olde. And pet J would not haue them to be ta⸗ 
med befoze thꝛeœ yeares, no2 after fine yeares: foz the 
one is to weake and tender. and the other is to hard and 
ſtrong to tame thoſe which ſhall be taken wild and fierce: 
fo2 ve ſhall then ſoone hurt them. Therefoꝛe in houſing 


them firſt, yee ſhall make pour doe large fo2 them to go 


in and out, and make a right comming into the houſe , fo 
cruſhing one another. And alſo let pour ſtals bee bourded 
vnder their fete, and likewiſe bekoꝛe them, let the croſſe 
beam ouer their heads be of ſeuen fot high, to tie vp their 
heads it need be. Ne ſhal alio faſten them firſt thereunto, 
and within a while after, ye ſhall v ſe to handle them by 
the head and hoꝛnes, and bſe to water them in the ſtal: fo 
by comn i ig ab: dad, they will ſeeke to bꝛeake away 4 wil

ther koꝛ two daies ab2oav: ye ſhall l:kewife take god herd 
ti it one gre touch not another with their hoꝛnes:ſo with- 
in two az thee oaies that ve ſw them ware moꝛe tame, to⸗ 
wards the eueming you map p2wue to leade them ſo eth 
to walke them halte a mile ſpace 02 moze, and ſo return as 
gaine. But frſt pe muſt ſw to tie them ſo ſtraight, that 
they may not well moue their heades ; then appꝛoch 
gently,and go befoze them, not behind them, no2 on their 
ſides:and ſpeak to them fair, and ſo accuſtome them te ſe 
and behold their kee per:then rubbe thetic heads, and touch 
their noſtrilles and mouzeis, ſo that they may know and 
feele the ſent of the keeyer:and thus yee may vſe them all. 
Ye ſhallalſa wath and ſpꝛinkle them with wine, to make 
them moꝛe tame and familiar with you, t then put your 
hand vnder their bellies. and betwixt their thighes, to the 
end that when pe dos touch them there, they fly not away 
oꝛ ſtrike. And vſe the thus, that ye may at any tune take 


from them flies, woz mes, oz tiks Then vſe to bee moꝛe 


neere their ſides, but not behind foz feare ofa blow with 
their feet:and then vie ta open their iawes and take foꝛth 


their tongue, and rub the pallat ot their mouth with ſalts | 


and vle once 02 twice a yeere to giue them a dzinke mixt 
with one pound of ſalt greaſe melted, with thꝛee pints 
of ale oꝛ wine. And by training and vſing them thus, vee 
may ſoone make them take, ſo that ye map ſoone after vſe 
them to the yoke in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
ore, and ſo tie them to ſome tree oꝛ other thing, and then 
pee may vſe them to the plough. But firſt vſe them to 
ſome light earth,fo2 the other may ſoone tire, and ſo dull 
them, becauſe their necks being pet but ſoft and tender, 
may ſoone be bꝛuiſed and gauled with the bow, + yoake, 
if the earth be very harde, and they as then are bat tender 
t rade. And aboue all, take heede in taming a Bul, that he 
hurt you not with his hoꝛnes oꝛ feete. F92 if ye do not vſc 
him oꝛderly at the firſt. ye ſhall hardly tame him after, 
but hee will haue one ill touch oz other: and likewiſe an

Miſs pe thall 
not poke together two beaſts of vnequal ſtrength and ſta⸗ 
N. we ture foꝛ the woaker ſhail fill haue the wozfe. Ag in, thoſe 
qual. bealts are beſt to labour that pallo on the way without 
feare of ſhadowes, dogs, waters oꝛ any other thing they 
ſee 02 heare, and thoſe beaſts alſo that eat much and low 
in chewing, koꝛ they digeſt better, and do keep their fozce 
x vertue without waxing leane oz feeble, moꝛe than thoſe 
Which 
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which are haffy feeders. Alſo this is counted a orcet fault 
in ſome keepers of oxen, which will haue his exe rather fat 
then leane :wherefoze fd labour the body of a travelling 
ore, oz other, ought to a meane 02 good eſtate, rather 
then fat, hauing his muſcles oꝛ nerſes ſtrongly made, not 
charged with fatte, which will but græue them to labour 
when they are ſo. Thus J wil leaue of their gouernement. 
and ſpeake hereafter of diſeaſes, as if an cre haue water in 
his belly, vt ſhall giue him the iuite of hempe leaues, nut 
with water to . — the leaues of Elder ſtampt wit! 
ale o2 bite doe purge by ſeege, o2 the roote ſod in old wine 
92 ale and giuen, is good to auoid water out of the mewe 
and belly. 


The remedies for certaine diſeaſes in Oxen , Kine, 
and other catrel!. 


T ſhall be ſmall pzofit to the huſbandman to giue his 

beaft meat, and know not how tohelpe + kepe them in 
health and ſtrength. Therefo2e cur auncients did vie, to 
giue them quarterly of Lypin pcaſon. with the ſerdes of Cv 
pres, by euen poztion beaten together, and then ſterped all 
one night in water. and ſet in the open apꝛe: which did vſe 
them ſo tokepe them ſafe from ſicknes. Alſo off times cat⸗ 
tell wil haue a fickneſſe which wil make them deſire fs vo⸗ 
mit and cough with pouerty :. the which pe helpe by 
thꝛowing into his thꝛoat faſting, a raw hen egge, ſhell and 
all whole. Then on the mozrow , take bꝛuſed Kamſons 
with the ſtalkes, and mixe it with wine oz ale, and giue it: 
o2 of common garlick put into his eares This is not one 
thing alone to helpe them, but there are diners others: ag 
to mixe ſalt with their meat. And ſome doe giue them of 
mucwo2t with oyle oꝛ wine to dꝛink. Others do giue them 
the root es ot leekes beaten with wine, oꝛ the ſcedes of fir- 
tree, oꝛ frankincenſe tree, and alſo the ſtedes of ſauin, oꝛ 
rewe, to make them dꝛinke it with wine 02 ale, and ſome 
doe giue them the herbe called in Engich, white Collener, 

in 
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in Latine Droſtis,mired with bitter fitches. Some do giue 
them a little of aſerpents ſkinne beaten with wins. They 
doe vls alſo to beat wilde time, 02 ſauozieinſweot wine, 
and ſo giue it, which is counted very god foꝛ them. Like- 
wiſe the ſea Onion called $quilla in Latine, to be cut ſmal 
and ſoaked in wafer, and giuen fo ſwallow it. All theſe 
oꝛ euery of them when they are miniſtred , onght to be gi- 
uen and miniſtred thꝛee daies together, a pint oꝛ moze at 
once to a beaſt , which will purge their belly. & fake away 
the diſeaſes, and alſo doth renewe themgato ſtrengeh and 
health againe. And among all medicines, the les of oliues 
to be giuen, is a ſingular good medicine mixt with as much 

Water as les. Wherefoze, it ſhall not be ill to actuſtome 
pour cattell thus: y2 (hall ſirſt ſpzinckl: therewith gently 
their meate,and then put a little thereof into their water, 
and at length ye may mire in their water a moꝛe poꝛtion 
thereol:and ſo giue it bnto them, and like wiſe among their 
meat: ſo thus pe may vſe to keepe them continually in 
health as they did vſe them in times paſt. 


The cauſe of Peſtilence in Careel!, 


JT ok peſtilence, one thing is the chafingofcat- 
tell: wherefoꝛe ye muſt not chafe your cattell much in 
labour, ſpecially in ſommer, fo2 that doth besides bing 
vnto them the flux of the belly oꝛ elſe an ague. Alſo pe ſhal 
neither let hogges oꝛ hennes to enter into their ſtalles:foz 
their dung being mixt with pour cattels meat, will bꝛerd 
à peſtilence at length, and kill them. And ſpecially the dung 
ol hogs doth bzeed a murren among cattell {the ſoner ) in 
eating thereof: if remedy be not ſwne hd, they will grow 
to a murren, and die thereof. The remedies are theſe, ye 
muſt by and by change their later, and deuide them into 
many partes, and farre off from thence. And alſo ſepa- 
rate the whole from the ſicke: fo2 one beaſt infected, will 
popſon all the reſt in ſhoꝛt time. Now when pe haue chans 
ged them into other partes, ver mult put them where no 

other 
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other beaffs dos feed with them, to the end they do not in- 
fect others therein: and fo ouercome this peſtilent euill, is 
to giue them medicines: thereſoꝛe thus ye mult vie them: 
Pe ſhall take of wilde carret, called in Latine Daucus, 02 
wide }Parſenepe, oꝛ ot grounſill oz of Angelica rots,o2 the 
rote of the ſeaholme named Eringion in Latine, with fen- 
nell ſ&de, and ſp2inckle it with ſod wine, and fine whea- 
ten meale, with hot water: mixe them ſo together, ⁊ giue 
- your ficke cattel dꝛink therof:then ſone after ye ſhal make 
a d2inke of Caſſia, Mitre, and Frankencenſe, in like poꝛ⸗ 
tion, mixt with as much bioudof the ſea Tortu, ik pe can: 

then put altogether in a quart of ould wine, then ſquirt if 
into their noſtrils, Ve muſt miniſter this medicine th2ee 
dates together euerp day a third part. 

Ae haue (ſaith he) found alſo a miete ſhoꝛt medicine # 

a god, which is, the roote called in Latine Conſiligo, in 
French Pomele, oꝛ Patedelion, in Engliſh J take it to be 
blacke Clleboze, which is very good foꝛ all cattell. Which 
roote ought to be taken after this manner: Ve muſt digge 
him out of the earth with your left hand, befoꝛe the Dun 
do riſe:foꝛ as they ſay, he is ſo taken, and thereby he hath 
the mo2e vertue: which you mult vſe in this ſoꝛt: Firſt, ye 
mult boꝛe thꝛough a circle of holes with an awle oꝛ bodkin 
of bꝛaſſe oꝛ latin, in the flappe 02 bꝛoadeſt parte of the 
beaſts eare. But firſt clip away y haire on both ſives ther 
ol. and then boꝛe pour holes: ſo done, then when pou ſe the 
bloud iſſue fozth like a round circle , vc ſhall then put into 
the ſaid holes of the foꝛeſaid roote cut in ſmall peeces And 
when it is within the fleſh holes, that beaſt ſhall inconti⸗ 
nently recouer, and ware freſh and luſty againe, and ſhall 
not fall into the danger of the ſaid venemous diſeaſe: Fo: 
the roote wil dzaw foꝛth all the venom at the ſaid holes in 
his care. hereby that part of the eare will rotte and fall 
away, and by tbe loſſe thereof, the Beaſte ſhall eſcape 
and be ſaued. Cornelius Celſus, his counſell is this: pte

V Hen a beaſt doth not digeſt his meat, fignes is 

the rawnelle in the ſtomack : + want or digeſt i⸗ 
on iz when he belcheth often, and his guts maketh a craw⸗ 
ling, his eyes will be charged with dꝛoppes, his nerues t 
ſinewes will be hard and ſtiffe: which cauſe is, her doth 
not vie to rubbe noꝛ licke himſelfe. The remedies are theſe, 
pe ſhall take 9 pints of warme water, and 3 ©. Colewozt 
leaues a little bopled, ano mixt with ſome vinigre , and ſo 
matze him to ſwallow it downe, and all day after ye ſhall 
let him eate nothing but that. Some do tpe him in the ſtal, 
t lay meat afoꝛe him, ſo that he cannot eate therot:and then 
they take 4 pound of the tappes oflentiles, and the toppes 
of Wilde oliues, and beate them together with a pound of 
hony , and put thereto 4 pints of water , and then ſetteth 
it a night in the open aire and on the mozrowniue it him, 
and within an how2e after they giue him wilde tares, oz 
Fetches ſoked in water, but no dꝛink:and this yer muſt do 
the daies together. fill ail the cauſe be taken away. Then 
tf this doe not helpe his digeſtion oz crawling of his guts 
and belly, which thing doth trouble him ſo that he cannot 
eate his meat, and it maketh him to werpe and to complain 
and mourne, then let him not reſt long in a place, and alſo 
ik hee lie on the earth, ver ſhal remoue his head often where 
his taile was.

And lo ke alſo that y bloud do iſſue when ye do tut him, 
fo if then he do not bleed, it will grow to ſome putrefacti- 
on, and ſo to impoſtumation, and then it will bee long in 
healing. Cherefoꝛe ye muſt open and cleanſe it well, and 
bind thereto clothes ſteeped in vinegar, ſalt and ople,and in 
the end take of old greaſe and Deere ſuet melted together 
in like poꝛtion, and heale it therewith. It the bloud doe fall 
to Þ outmoſt parts of the cles, ye mult then pare the ends 
thereof to the quicke, and ſo let them bled, ſo that no im⸗ 
poſtumation be there, and they will do well. — 


For finewes ſtiffe and ſhrinking, 


F an Dre oꝛ other beaſt do tloſh 8; halt thꝛough the fif- 

neſſe of the finewes and nerues, ve ſhal chafe his legges, 
knees and hammes, with ſalt and oyle mired till they bee 
well. Jfthe ſinewes be ſtiffe about the knees, ye muſt then 
bathe him with hote vinegar,o2 with Pililtoe, ſod in run⸗ 
nnig water, o2 with millet (which is a graine like tares) 
and linſeed: and in all iCues, ye mult ſcarifie and race the 
true place, and then put thereon oficeſhbutter waſhed 
in water and vinegar, and in the end annoint it with ſalts 
butter mired Mith goates ſuet. 

Alſo foboyle ſotherne wod in ſallet eple, oz neats fot oil 
and ſo to annoint therewith. Another, the inyce vf pꝛiuet 
mixt with oyle, and therewith annoint Another, muſtard⸗ 
ſd bopled in ople,x annoint p ſinews therewith. Another, 
take of barly meale, ſallet oyle, xue ſalt,æ cortander: ſtampe 
all theſe together and ſo plaſtred on that will comfozt both 
ſi-ews t nerues. Another, take water that cabbag oꝛ cole⸗ 
woꝛkts haue bin ſod in, to bathe therewith is gad. Another, 


take linſeed and barley meale, and mixe them wel together, 
and, 
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and then plaiſtred to, is god to mollific and make ſoft all 


hardneſſe of the ſincwes,nerucs and ioints. Another :take 
the rotes of Saturian, ſtamp them, and mire them with

I the knees of Dre 02 Cowe, oꝛ other beaſt be ſwolne ye 
ſhall firſt bath him in white venegar:then take vine gar,

Alſo al diſeaſes cõ 
monly in d body without wound being new, are healed by

ting butter oꝛ groate ſuet, and pow2ed thereon, 


To heale ſcabbes or galles in 
Cattell. 


F pour tattel be ſcabby, xe thal take ol garlike, and bꝛult 
it, and therewith rub and chafe all the ſoꝛes. Alſo agaunſt 
ſcabbe oꝛ gall, they take garlike, ſauoꝛy, bꝛimſtone pow 


der, vinegar, and gall nuts beaten with the juice of — 
ö mint 
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mint, nip, oꝛ hozchound mixt with ſote ofthe chimney, 
fo annoint therewith. And ifit gꝛolw to ſome vicer oꝛ great 
ſoꝛe, then to vie and rub the place with bꝛuiſed maliowes 
mixt with white Nine, and bind thereof to the place. Alſo 
the great burre leaues beaten with opic x laid to: all theſe 


afo2e mentioned are god. 


And fo2 the galling of the necke with the poake and ik it 
ſwell hut one fide, ye ſhall let him bloud in the eare of that 
ſide:but il he be chaled in the middeſt ofthe necke, then let 
him bloud in both his eares, and lay therefo a plaiſter 
made with the marrowe ot an ore, mixed with the ſuet of a 
bucke, and then melt it together, with ſome oyle a tarre, 
and therewith pee ſhall heale it: and it will doe verie 
well. 
Alſo ik an ore be gald and bꝛuiſed on his necke, a ſufficict 
medicine is this. Ve thall firſt dꝛawe bloud at one ok his 
eares, Ik not, take of the hearb called in Latine Auia, in 
French Aus oiſeauls, beat it with ſalt, and ſo lay it to, and 
it it do then all wage the chine of his necke loke then vpon 
which ſide he hangeth oz leaneth his head, and let him 
bloud on the contrarie ſide he leaneth, on the eare. But 
befoꝛe ye do this, ye ſhall beate his care well with a twig, 
and ye ſhal ſee it ſwell and riſe on the veyne. Then launce 
the ſaid veyne; and let him bleede well thereat ; and vpon 
the next mo2ning dꝛaw ſome moꝛe bloud thereon, and ſo

| For a beaſt being hide- 
bound. 


Here is a diſeaſe in peaſts called in Latin Coriago, 

in Engliſh hide⸗ bound, which doth loze toꝛment aud 
grieue a beaſt. This g2efe hapneth to a labouring Qre, 
whehe hath bin ſoze trauailed in labour, oꝛ ſoꝛe trauailing 
in trauailing in rainy weather, and therby come to be hide- 
bound thꝛough pouerty. Wherefoze pe mult take herd whe 
they return from laboꝛ being ſoze chatt ol bodp, and ſhoꝛt of 
bꝛeath. Some vſe therefoꝛe to ſpꝛinckle them with wine. # 
do calf a peece ofthe fat of a beaſt down his thꝛoat; but if 


he haue this diſeaſe already, it ſhall be god to ſeeth Bap 


leaues in ale and to bathe him therewith as hote as he can 
ſuffer, and ſodainelp thereupon foꝛ to chafe and rub him 
with oile and wine mixt together, and to pluke and dꝛawe 
his ſkinne on both his ſides, and loſe it from his ribs: and 
it is god to be done in a hote Sunnie day, that it map 
dꝛie and ſincke therein.

For the itch in Cattell. 


He itch okt⸗times in tattell may tome fo2 lack okgod 

dꝛeſſing. Alſo it may be taken of his fellowes,+it may 
come by ill water and choler in the veines. Ika beaſt haue 
an itch, ye ſhal waſh x chafe him with his own vine, made 
warme, and mixt with old ſalt butter, oꝛ ye ſhall annoint 
him with oile, rozen, white wine melted together. Some 
do waſh it with pille, ſalt, and the iuice of marigolds, mirt 
all together. Uſe this, and it will help. 


T Againſt the lungs of cattell 
infected. 


IIthelights oꝛ lungs ok a beaſt be infected, which is a 
grieuous diſeaſe, Fo2 thereby he will ware leane e pine 
away, and at length he dꝛies ſo in his body by a common 
tough. whereby at the length it will kill him if he haue no 
remedy. The remedies are, ve ſhal pearce one of his cares 
with a little bodkin(as is afoꝛeſaid fo2 the murren oꝛ peſtt- 
lence) and being ſo pearſt, ye ſhall put into the ſaid holes, 
the burnt rote of ſome hazell tree, then take a quantity of 
the iuice oflakes, with fo much ſallet oile and mire it with 
a pint and halfe of wine, and giue it him falking, à vſe this 
nine moꝛnings together and he ſhall doe well. Alſoif the 
18 ſickneſſe ofthe lights be not ſoꝛe, they do g ue him but the 
tnice of leekes mixt with ſwerte wine, and they put ok the 
vurnt rote ok hazell into his eare, as afoꝛeſaid. 

But ye ſhu underſtand ik the beaſt haue continued long 
there with, he wil then ſtand much, and eate but little, and 
therefo2e he will war hollow and thinne of body: a ſome⸗ 
times he wil tough ꝛo times iu one hure. Then he is ſo a 

taken 
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taken and farrs gone there with, and very few doe recouer⸗ 


ik hs be not loked vnto. Wheroſoze the beſt way is, ye thall 


deuide pour cattell aſunder ſo many as he hath companied 
with + then let them bloud a little, as afo2eſaid. Alſo there 
be many men that can fetter them, which is, to cut the dew / 
lap befoze on the bꝛeſket: and there foꝛe alſo there is gralſe, 
which ſome huſbands do call it fetter-wo2t, o2 fetter⸗graſſe 
which ye ſhall take and bzuiſe a little in a moꝛter 02 diſh, 
Then make the dewlap hollow betwirt the ſkinne and the 
fleſh, and put therof ſo much as a Hens egge, into the ſaide 
dewlap, and then loke vnto it that it fall not fwzth againe, 
and he ſhall nend. This ſome haue pꝛoued, and it hath 
done well. 

Alſo againe: ſome cattell will haue their lungs growen 
to their ſides, which is gotten ( as ſome huſbãds ſap)by ſome 


great dꝛouth, oꝛ lacke of water in conuenient times. And 


when he is thus grieued therwith, ye thall heare him hoarſe 
oꝛ haue (as it were) a hollow couxh, and will fo2ſake his 
meate, and his haire on his backe will tare vpꝛight. Then 
the helpe is hard to recouer, but to kill him is beſt. Pet 
ſome doe giue him ofthe longwoꝛt which lyes all the peare 
(ſane in the ſpꝛing) in the grounde, and they giue a hand- 
full of the ſaid rotes bꝛuſed in ale oꝛ beere,foure oꝛ flue mo2- 
nings together, and no meate after two houres ſpace. O⸗ 
thers do take a quantity of ſigges, with a hand full of Jſop, 
bꝛuſed together, then boyle them a little in a quart ot ale o: 
bere, then ſtraines it, and giues it cold to the beaſt; oꝛ . 
moꝛnings, and let him not eate the ſpace o? two houres af- 
ter. Alſo to take a god handfull of penſis, oꝛ he rts eaſe, and 
ſtampe it with a quar of ale oꝛ beece, and then ſtraine it and 
giue it to the beaſt 3. 02 4. moznings, and then vie him as 
aloꝛe is ſaide. All theſe are counted ſgeciall god againſt the 
ſaide griefe. 

Alſo ſome Huſbands ſav, this diſeaſe growes ina beaſt by 
ſur eiting and ſoꝛe chafing, and then ſod unelp take colde 
thereo.1 : to ſhew ik he be lung⸗growne, he will then la⸗ 
ther ſometimes at his mouth, in holding it comendalp⸗ 
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open, with a running water at his mouth and noſe, The 
cure thereloꝛe: they tut a way a round peece ofſkinne in the 
gullet oꝛ bꝛiſket place, and then with their finger and a lik⸗ 
tie ſalt make a hole downeward two inches oꝛ moze, and 
then fils the ſaid hole with red garlicke ftampt, and plai- 
ſtred thereon with nettles ſtampt with ſalt oꝛ with yarrow 
and lalte nurt with vinegar. Then ſhall yegtuehim this 
following .Zake of fenecrezke,02 turmeticke, oꝛ lungwoꝛt 
hearbe, ſtampe all theſe together in a mo2ter, and then 
mixe it with a pinte oꝛ moze of ſtrong ale, oꝛ beere, and 
ſo giue it. Uſe this twiſe oꝛ thꝛiſe oꝛ moꝛe as pee ſhall ſce 
cauſe, and if will heipe ifhe be not to farre gone. Olten 
pꝛoued. | | 

Like wiſe ſome doe put into the fozeſaide cut place, of 
lungwoꝛt bꝛuiſed with ſalt a little, and thereol make it like 
a tent, and then wꝛaps it all duer with freſh hogges greaſe, 
and bindes it round with a thꝛeꝛde, and then role it in alte, 
and ſo put it downe the ſaid hole as farre as it will goe, and 
ſo ſtitch vp the ſaid hole againe, and then giue him of lung 
wo ꝛt mixt in ale to dꝛinke.

But if ye haue none thereof,fo that the wond 
thew faire and withont dinger, ve ſhal but take of bꝛuiſed 
Cummin, mixed with tarre, and ſo annoint there with:and 
plaiſcer it theron allo, and it will caze a way the daunger 
thereof.

F any beaff doe ſwailow downe ahozſelech with his 


d2inke, it will moleſt and trouble hum greatly. Foꝛ the 
ſad ho2ſeleech will commonly ſtay in his thꝛoat and there 
ſucke bloud and ſo will inflame the place in caufing his 
thꝛoatbowle to ſwel, wherby he will ſoꝛe trouble the beaſt 
in letting the pallag ol his meat, ſo that he cannot ſwallow 
no2 take his winde. If ſhe lie ſo farre within that one can 
not take her foꝛth with his hand Pe muſt then put a quil 
o2 ſome cane into the beaſts thꝛoat, filled with hoat ople 
and let it go downe,and ſqurt ople:and ſo ſone as the ople 
doth touch but the wozme,ſhe wil fal off. Ye may alſo act 
her off by letting the fume of the punaiſe vnto her, (which 
is in Italie a ſtinking woꝛme, like a tyk) which as ſwne as 
the feeleth the fume, ſhe will fall off. But if ſhe do hold and 
ſtap in the ſtomack and entrals, the pe muſt giue the beaſt 
hoat vinegar which will kill her: and this wil ſerue as wel

For the Dewbolne in cattell. 


Ye dewbolne in Dre, Cow, oꝛ other beaſt is ſwelling 
his bodie as inch as theſkinne may hold, which ſwel- 
ing is very dangerous to ſome foꝛ burſting:it is gotten by 
eating of the trifoly graſſe in a dewy mo2ning(as ſom ſay) 
which graſſe maketh him ſo to ſwell,as though hee would 
burſt.

This diſeaſe commeth to abeaft that is greedy and is put 
into a paſture ofſuch rank graſſe, in eating ſo grerdilp ther⸗ 
of, that his fides will well as big as his backe bone: and 
ſometimes the one fide wil ſwell moꝛe then the other, and 
pet few die thero f:and when a beaſt is ſo, he may not be 
haſtily dꝛiuen noz laboured til he bveſwaged, foꝛ it is but a 
ſubſtance of winde within his body.

will lie downez but if ye can raiſe him, ſtir him vp # downe 
to make him dung foꝛ ifhe doe once dung, he is paſt dager 
fo2 that time: but it he lie and willnot riſe, ye ſhall ſtrike 
him in with a ſharpe knife oz bodkin thꝛer inches deepe oꝛ 
moze : it that will not ſerue, thꝛuſt him ſo deepe till the 
wind come foꝛth.

Another: Take 
garlicke and ſtampe it, and mixe it with penniropall, then 
giue it the beaſt with ale oꝛ beere, and let him be chafed a 
while after.

quiet ⁊ ſcabby.Alſo the keper ought to rub them daily that

ter when as they labour not, will doe well. Yee ſhall alſo 
now the foꝛte and age of an ore in viſiting his mouth :fo2 
he will calt his two foꝛmoſt teeth within ten moneths of 
his firſt yeare, and within ſite weekes after that, he will 
caſt the two nert teeth vnto the, and about the end of th:ee 
pyeares he will chang? and caſt them all.

2 it the cow in deſ⸗ 
cending and laying downe on the right fide, is ta iudge the 
hath a bull-calce : and if ſhe lie dewne on the left ſive, is to 
iudge a cow calfe. And when ye ſhall iudge the hath tauen 
by refuſing the bull, which thing doth not alwates happen 
true. foz although the haue taken, yet many kine be not ſa⸗ 
tiſfied, foz ſome butt beaſts will haue a voluptuous de⸗ 
ſire aboue nature,as wellas other creatures, 

Alſo to nourilh young kine and calues, in countries where 
there is great ſtoze of paſture,they may nourtlh their calueg 
al the yeare. But where there is ſmal ſtoꝛe of paſture it will 
ſcant ſufficethem from 2 years to 2 veares. And ver may 
nouriſh your caluesoftheir dammes foz one yeares ſpace ; 
but that yeare theſe kine muſt not be charged with any 
kind of labour. Alſo whe a cow hath calued, ſome huſbands 


will afterthecalfehath ſuckt thx werks take away a teat, 


and milke it cleane: the next werke another teate, and ſo 
the third. Thus they will haue milke plenty, and yet many 
kine will keepe milke enough to ſerue fo2 her calfe. Jfa colo 
paſſe ten years, ſhe is not then ſo god to bzing calues as 


' befoze, Af a poung cow calue befoze the years, ve ſhall 


takeaway the calfe,and milke her firſt th2& daies together, 
becauſe ſhe ſhall not then be charged with to much milke. 
Then milke her no moze, but let the calfe haue all the reft, 
If pee will dzie vp her milke, pee ſhall anoint her vddex. 
all ouer with tarre. Kine deſire not ſo much to dꝛinke of the 
riuer water as of pond. water, becauſethe water of the ri⸗ 
uer is moze colder then the pond water: Which river was 
tec being io cold wil chill her within and make her in dans 
ger to caſt her calfe, i\God wozkenot the contrary. Not- 
withſt ending among all great cattell, the cow willlightly. 
abide the moſt coldeſt ayꝛe. Mherefoꝛ they commonly let 


them lie without the dozes all the winter in moſt places 
and counties.

ſured in their meate as well as other cattell: foz a hoꝛſe doth 
aſkea greater diligence to be meated and kept in the ſtable, 
moꝛe then other cattell. There are the ſoꝛts of hoꝛſes, the 
firſt are to be nouriſhed young, which are noble x excellent, 
fo2 the field and Tourney. The ſecond is fo2 cariage of 
burthens, as moples and packhozſe,which are bought and 
ſold fo2 that purpoſe accozding to their godneſſe. The 
third is, another ſozt of hozſes and mares of eaſie p2ices, 
common fo2 molt men, the which is of a meaner and taller 
ſtature, and foz the common ſozt are moſt necellarie to tra- 
uell with, and alſoare better to feede and b2ing vp foz to til 
the earth; which mult haue alſo keperscotinually to ſe vn- 
to them in fields and paſtures ,aſwell as in wodes oz other 
grounds and ts kepethemfrom dangerous places of mixes 
and bogs :and wheras they may haue ſoft graſſe and ſweet, 
as well as to be rancke, high and great. They doe ſuffer the 
hoꝛſes to be with the mares in paſtures oꝛ other groundes, 
and paſſe not when they doe couer the mares, not fo; theſe 
{02ts'of ho2ſes: but fo2 pour large and great mares „they 
ought to bee couered about Apꝛill oꝛ Pap; and ſome do co- 
uerin mid arch, to the end the Mares may foale about 
the ſame time they were conered, in hauing ready the ſame 
time the tender grafſeand hearbe to foede on, and to haue p 
hote and faire ſeaſon vnto harueſt:foꝛ about the end of 12 
moneths after the foaleth:and therefoꝛe ye muſt with god 
adutſement put the hozſe vnto the mare:fo2 he that keepeth 
theſe ſozts of beaſts, muſt ſerue them at the ſame hour whe 
they are deſirous, oꝛ when they doe enter into the fierce and 
hote defire ofthe hozſe, which is (as Hippomanes ſaith,) a 
venome, becauſe it inflameth both men and beaſts, and 
to haue the like rage in loue as the hozſes and mares: Foz

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inares, may tonceiue ot themſelues, without the companies Ml 
| ofthe hozſe, as withoutdoubt it is molt true that in ſome 
countries, the mares be of ſo greate heat, and deſire ſoto be 14 
conered, that although they haue not the Hoꝛſe neuerthe⸗ oy 
lee in thinking and deſiring ſo much the Hoꝛzſe, they 1 
burne lo within themſelues, that in thinking thereof they 
become with foale. Like as the birds of houſes, as Cockes 1 
to lay egges, and hennes to lay egges without the Cocke: | , It 
And as the Poet Virgil in his third boks of Georgickc:

Alſo it is moſt true in the high mountaines of Spaine,which | 
lieth towards v Occident ſeas, many Tenets t young mares 
haue colts without p couering of the hozle, which coltes they 
do noutiſh and bing vp, and pet they are vnp2ofitable, fo 
within 3 veeres, when they ſhould be at perfect grouth, they 
dy. But as touching the touering of mates, the mæteſt time 
is about the month of March o2 Apull: then let the young 
mares be ſatiſfied of their natural! deſire, ⁊ the tell of p rearc 

 tokape the hoꝛſe from themn:+ to ſeparate the great ſtalions 
apart it ſhall be beſt, becauſe they ſhall not couer when they 
would: but to keope them to couer, when the belt time is, and 
ſo it ſhall be better, ſo that ye haue paſture foꝛ them, and let 
them be far from the mares, 02 elſe to kœpe them fill in the 
ſtable vntill the time of touering your mares, againft which 
timethey ought to be well nouriſhed, and fed with barley 
and dꝛied peaſe,to make thein the moꝛe luſtier. Fo2 wheras 
a hoꝛſe is weake in couering ſo much weaker ſhall the colt 
be in growing, z might. Some doe make the ho2ſc therefo:e 
as luſtie as he may be, whereby he may the better endure 
focouer many mares within a ſhozt time , and pet not to 
couer aboue rv.02 xr.mares, no2 fo begin befoze he is of 
th: yerres old: foz then he will better continue till twen⸗ 
tie yeares, and moſt commonly ther are found god if the 
hozſe 
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hozfe be then ſtrong, and haue reſt. But ik he be feeble and 
weake, you mult then rub the nature or the mare with a 
ſpunge, and put it into the hoꝛ e neſtrels: anviſthe mare 
will not ſuffer the hoꝛſe to couec her, vc ſhall bꝛuſe the lea⸗ 
onyon, called ſquilla, and with that all to rub the ſecrets of 
the mare, and that ſhall put her in moe heat. And ſomtimes 
they let an other hoꝛle leap on the mare, to bꝛing her in 
mo2e heate, and take him offagaine by and by, and then 


put the other hozſe vnto her, and ſo her couers her. Now af, Government | 
ter ſhe haue taken and is with foale you muſt haue a great 9 mares wiris 


care fo2 hurting of her, and not to labour her ſane after her 
couering, 02 when ſh&is nigh foaling, but to noꝛich her wel 
ſpecially in both the ſaid times. If you haue not graſſe in 
wreater,you muſt ſtable her, fo2 ſhe feeds twain. Let her not 
runne, oz trauaile ſoꝛe.noꝛ ſuffer any great colde,noz pet to 
kee her in any ſtrait oꝛ narrow place, oꝛ cloſe (hut vp, that 
o ne hurt not anothers belly. Foꝛ all theſe afoꝛeſaid do often 
tunes make them bꝛing foꝛth dead colts, Alſo the ſnuffe of 
a candle holden at her noſe, will make her caſt her colt, o2 


when the longeth, not to giue her deſire . Alſo if the mare 
loale in trauailing, oꝛ haue a dead colt,ye ſhall ſtampe Poly- 


podium rotes, 02 oke ferne, and mixe it with warme wa⸗ 
ter, and giue it her with a hozne . But it ſhe haue foald well 
and the colt faire, touch not the colt with your handz,fo2 by 
touching it neuer ſo little ( being yet but tender) ye may ſon 
hurt it. e muſt alſo haue a care to ſœ it lapd warme, and to 
oꝛder the dam ſo as ſhe may haue ſpace enough about her, 
fo2the tender colt may ſone be hart by the dam il ſhe ſhoud 
chance to ly on it. So by little and little ye may bzingit a- 
bꝛoad with the mare, and take have chat dung hurt not his 
holes: and whe he is of moꝛe ſtrength, ye may then let him 
fede continuaily with the dam, becauſe ſhe hail not haue 
anger to ſ& her colt, foꝛ commonly a mare will become ſick 
foꝛ loue of her colt, i the ſe it not. God and luſty mares do 
being colts ydarely, and the great and faire mares ought 
nat to haue colts but from two pcate to two peares to the 
end (by long ſucking ) the colts may ware and grow moe 
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ſtronger, and therby they will be the better to ttauell, when 
any ſhall be put to ſerue in the field. 
And the ſtallion muſt not be yonger then thy peares 
when he couereth a mare, and ſo he may continue vntil xx. 
peares well; and the mare may beare well at two peares, ſo 
that when ſhets of iii. yearss the ſhall nourtſh wel her colt,

* _ an old mares colt will be heauy in labour, M eake, and ſwne 
maje ane wear. If pe will ſhe chal bzing a male colt,o2 female:fo; p 
male, when the hozſedoth couer her, ye muſt binde backe 
with a coꝛd oz pluck backe his left fone; and fo the female 
bind backe the right ſtone ol the hozſe: and thus pe may doe 
vnto all other kind ofcattell, 
After the colt is fold incontinent you may iudge what he 
wil be: if he be wel fold, then tractable and of fot, mos 
Toben ofa uing at the noyſe of anything, full ofplay and lwitt, hauing 
good colt. à ſhozt rump,moze pꝛoper then the other are of his age. If he 
wil leape out of a hole without recoyling back. If he wil by 
the way paſſe boldly ouer bzidges and riuers. Alſo theſeare 
the ſignes in a god colt, hauing alſo the beauty and god diſ- 
poſition of the body, as to haue a leane {mal heav,blackeies, 
wide noſtrels, ſhoꝛt eares and ſtraight, the chine of his back 
large and ſoft, and not long, his maine thicke, hanging on p 
right ſide,a large bzeaſt and open, with ſtrong muſtles and 
ſinewes, his ſhoulders large and right with round ſides, his 
backboneeuen, his belly gant his ſtones and cod cloſe and 
ſmall, his raines large deſcending, his knees round and ſmal 
not turning in ward his legs right & ſtraight, his buttockes 
round, his thighes thicke and ſtrong, his taile long with big 
crumpled haire, his hots hard 4 higb, ſmooth t roũd, and his 
fozetop aboue very ſmal,and all his body big, high, ſtraight 
and well in lifting his fete,faire to ſ in length, round ac⸗ 
co2ding to his body. Allo to be pleaſant and ſone chaft, and 
ſudden gentle and merke againe , foz theſe coltes of ſuch 
nature do ſone obey the man, 4 wil patiently endure laboꝛ £ 
trauaile. It a colt when he is fold do not caſt his milt, huſ⸗ 
dandmen ſay he wil not liue long, but die ſuddenly in kewe

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peers after, and ſome colt will caſt two miltes, no hozſe that 
liues xii.pears hath any milt within. Alſo fo2 the taining oꝛ 102 
bꝛeaking of a hoꝛſe colt when he is ol two peares, he may j 
well be tamed and bꝛoken fo2 the vſeof the hauſe, but fo 7 
the field oꝛ iourney he muſt bee ot th2& years old, and then 
after foute he may be made take trauel, and lokealſo from 
time to time how the marks do chãge in his body. The age 
ofa hoꝛſe is known by his hofes,4 taile, 4 bars in the rufe 
ol his mouth, but chielly by his teeth,foz a hozſe of two pers 
old and a halle will caſt his two foꝛmaoſt teeth aboue n alſo 
vnder, and when he is foure peares old, the tæth which we 
cali dogs teeth tal and ſo commeth other: and befoze the ſixt 
peare, the gce t teeth oz chewing teeth aboue do fall, and on 
S the ſatd yeare, the firſt teeth that fell, are returned whole a- 
gaine, and on the ſeuenth yeare al are filled vpagaine with- 
out hauing any hollownelle in the teeth, and from the ſe⸗ 
uenth a man may not well know his age, yet about tenne 
peares his temples wil begin to be hollow,croked x withe⸗ 
red: therefaze ſome do take vp the ſkinne to hide the ſame, Y 
- being old, his bꝛowes will war long, and gray haired and r 
his teeth grow long and black. Alſo when as your hoꝛſes art , 
iin health and vet ware leane, vie ſhall fat them ſone with 
| d2ted wheat 02 barley, but you muſt gine this like a math in 
wine o2ale , and by little & little to make them haue conti- 
nual appetite , mire therewith the bzan of barly , vntil ys 
ſhall accuſtome them to eate beanes and pure barley, 
Alſo-pe muſteach day chafe his bodp, as pe doe to ſome 
men, in rubbing them vp and downe with a cloath and of- Choking bis 
ten ſo couered and rubbed, doth p2ofite them much and alſo body. 
fo belead and rubbed with ones hand on the back is better 
then to gine them much meate,foz rubbing doth pꝛofit, pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue,and kepe both ſtrength of body and legges : fo2 fault 
of rubbing many ſoꝛeneſles do grow on the legges of hoꝛſes 
in trauell. And this J will counſell vou, if one leave his 
bozſe in a tainie time from his labour into the fable , her 
muſt ſc that the place be dp, and that their hofes be not 8 
wette, oz ſtand in colde 1 places, foz that = 8 41 
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will cauſe them being hot to founder, oz to haue an ague: it 
the ſtable be well planked with oke, oz ik the earth be often 
tleanſed, and laid cleane ſtraw theron, foz hozſes oft times, 
being hot, they catch diſeaſes, in being weary and ſtanding 
on the colde gyouud, ſpectally whe they are not ſtrong, then 
ſe the moꝛe vnto them: foz when they ſweat , to giue them 
meat oz dꝛinke doth hurt them, but when they arecolde,ye 
may then without danger giue them meat oz d2inke,but af- 
Drinkor ter his dꝛinke ſtirre him a little, and he ſhall doe the better, 
Seat. and thẽ vdu may giue him pꝛouinder 02 other meat: c when 
they haue reſted long, they chale the ſodainly, which is not 
god: and foꝛ your weary beaſts, vou mult let them reſt, and 
put of ſallet oyle into their thꝛotes with a hoꝛne, oz freſh 
greaſe with wine: t againſt cold, you muſt giue them things 
to vomite and frote their heades and ridge bones with wine 
oꝛ ſtrong ale, oꝛ greaſe melted and warme rubbed theron. 
It pour hoꝛſe cannot pille, giue him oyle mixt with wine, 
chafe him in the flanks, and on the reines. If that ſorue not,

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them with hot vinegar, & ſome do hold if to the teeth with 
acloth on a ſticks end, and ſo rub them therewith, This 
is god alſo when there is any inflammation oꝛ ſwelling in 
them. Alſo if his ſhoulder be hurt, oꝛ 5ᷣ he haue loft bloud,

It pour hoꝛſe be fronbled w choler, his belly wil ſwell £ 
wil be hot,no2 he cannot then vent beneath,+then ye muſt 
rake him with your hand, and clenſe the natural conduits 
which are ſtopt, t take foꝛth his dung x ye ſhal gine him ſa- 
nin.ſkaueſaker,tx ſalt boild ⁊ mixt together in putting to a 
little hony, + mainiffer it in at his tnel like a gliſter oꝛ ſup⸗ 
poſitoꝛy which wil moue t purge foꝛth al the choler. Some 
do beat z ounces of mirre, with 2 pints of wine, and giue 
it with a hozne,and do chafe and rub his tuell with tar a 
old greaſe. Other waſh his belly with ſalt water of the ſea, 
02 water and ſalt. As fo2 othor purgations, they do com- 
monly giue in powders t pilles, which inuft be gtuen with 
good diſcretion, accozding to each diſcaſe, his medicin. 
Which pe ſhall vnderſtand moze thereof at large, in P, 
Blundiuels booke fo2 hozſes, how + when to purge them, 
there foꝛe J hore paſſett oner. 

Againſt the bots oꝛ woꝛmes in the guts, when the hozſc 
is troubled therewith, the ſignes are: he will oft w allow e 
lye downe foz pate, and riſe ſodainely againe: Alſo he wil 


bow his head towards his fide 0: belly, 4 ſtampe with his 
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fete, friſke with his faile often: the next remedy is, put 
vour hand into his tuell, and dꝛaw fooꝛth his dung, + waſh 
his belly with ſea water, o2 ſtrong ſalted water, and caſt 
in his thꝛoat th2& ounces of the rots of capers beaten, 
with halfe ſo mach vinigar, and that will kill zl! wozmes 
and bots. Some take hot embers, and put in it running 
water, then ſtraine it and giue it warme with a hoꝛne, & 
walke him after halle an howꝛe, and tye him vp with the 
bꝛidle:and others take fenegreke and bates, licozas, ⁊ tur- 
mericke, ok each a halfe peniwoꝛth, of anniſe (&ds a peni⸗ 
woꝛth, with a quantity of bꝛimſtone in powder, beat all 
theſe ſmal together t put them in a quart of ale, and giue 
it faſting warme, and walke and vſe him as befoze,+ keep 
him warme al that day after: oꝛ a pint of milk, with a ſpod- 
ful of ſope. Dom giue ſauin chopt among pꝛout̃der oꝛ arye 
ſheffe,o2 the fine powder of bꝛimſtone in warm milk: ſome 
other do let them bloud faſting, inthe roffe ol his mouth, & 
that is the beſf foza mare that is with foale, and to let her 
bloud often, and to giue her a little pꝛouender after:foꝛ i ve 
ſhould giue her ſtronger things, it were dangerous foz 
the tolt, extept it were ſtrong and nigh her time: t ſome do 
giue thẽ mans dung hot, & annoints the bzidle therewith, 
and chafes him thereon, x malmſey alſo is god faſting fo: 
the cough newly takẽ, they take lentile peaſe, cleane made, 


dꝛied and beat to poinder, and put therot in warme water 


and ſo giue a pint. Uſe him thus thꝛee daies, and giue him 
graſſe, and tender bzanches ofhearbs. Foz an old congh, 
they heale with vi. ounces of the inice ofleeks, mixt with a 
pound ofoile oliue,e ſo giue it with a hoꝛne, and giue him 
aralle to eate after, + to annoint his griefe with vinegar 
eotle mixt together. Jfithelpe not, thẽ chafe him ſomtims 
with ſal-niter x allum mixt together with a fether, of each a 
like, with ſome vinegar. If ther be puſhes 02 bliſters on his 
bodp, pe ſhal frote them ſo hard in the Sun that they bleed: 
then mixe of the root of iuie with ſo much bꝛimſton, ok tar 
t allum, put alfogether, and therewith heale it. Fo2 the

together, ſo long til the matter be ripe a illue out:ſuch ſozes 
oftentimes do kill hoꝛſes it there be not in the beginning) 
ſome remedy found. Dome do annoint them with oile of 
Cedar,o2of Lentiles,o2 with nettle ſæds, mixt with ſallet 
vile, oz the oile of a Whale,o2 the dꝛopping of ſalt tunnie, 
and chiefly the greaſe of a ſeale ſiſh. But if the ſoꝛes be old, 
re muſt haue ſtronger things, as to baile of Betony hearb, 
and bzimſtone powder,of elle boꝛp of pitch, with as much 


old greaſe, with this they do heale all old ſoꝛes, in raſing 


the firft with a ſharp yon, e then to waſh them with piſle, 
and ſo ts annoint. And ſometimes if it be feſtered, to cut it 
to the quicks,and then to dzaw it with medicines, as ſhall 
bee made with tarre and oile, and ſuch like, which will 


tleanſe andffll againe the place: and when the haire ſhall 


be full againe, and cloſed full with haire, then it ſhail bee 
god to chafe p place with ſoote of a caldꝛon, butter. And 
to heale a nauel gall, oz ſoze backe, take ſoote of a chimney, 
and peſt mixt together. and plaiſter if therwith, which wil 
heale without any other thing, in ſhifting it once a day. Foz 
riſing of the ſkinne oz raiſing thereof, take two great 
onions, and boile them in water, with hounds tongue 
hearbe: then being hote,take a pound of ſalte, and mire it 
with ſtrong vinigar, putting _ the yolke of an egge, 
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then mixe altogether and rub the place therewith, and per 
{hall ſ& the expericnte. And fo2 his backe that is chopt and 
lwolne, ye ſh3lificſt walh him with piſle hot, then annoint 
him with freſh butter, a lay theron a little hay wet in cold 
water and ſo clap your ſaddle thereon, ⁊ let him reſt ſo all 
that night, oꝛ annoint it with butter, then put on the wet 
hay, and your ſaddle. Some clap theſe to hot hoꝛſe dung. e 
then the ſaddle, but take the groundes of ale oꝛ beere, and 
bopls it well with mallolvs, and clap it hote⸗ but if the ſkin 
be thꝛough chatt, ſo that it doth water and is very moiſt, ye 
ſhall haue ready in a bagge fiiled with the powder of bꝛier 
leaues finely beaten, aud put a little of that therton, and it 
will dzy it vp by the moꝛning x will heale it alſo, without 
other thing. Allo foꝛ ſoꝛe eyes, which may be healed with ỹ 
meale of wild tares cald Dzeb, And Þ creniſes and chops 
on the eyes are healed with faſting ſpittle g a little ſalt,oz 
the powder of a d2y bone, and mired with burned ſalt, oz 
the ſeedes of wilde parſeneps in powder,and put in a cloth, 
and bloſh it in his eyes: all the ariefs ofthe eyes are hea⸗ 
led, by mixing the iuite of plantain with honied water, oꝛ 
if ve haue not that, take honey time mixt together. Alſo 
foz a ſoʒe eye, take ſtrong nettles, ds ſtampe the ⁊ ſtraine 
them with beere, and ſquirt thereof into his eye twiſe oz 
thꝛiſe:then blow ina little powder ol ſandiuer, and let him 
take no cold of his eve til it be whole. IA pe muſk needs ride 
himafter, it were god to keep a cloth befoꝛe his eye to de⸗ 
fend the wind, and it were good to let him bloud vnder the 
epe, and then dzeſſe him once oꝛ twiſe, e it ſhal ſaffice.

Yee mult therefoze cyoſe the mare under 
tenne peares, and large and faire, and well membzzd, 
fo abide trauell, and let her beare eaſie burthens foꝛ hur⸗ 
ting the ſ&d within her belly: and not to bee onely beau⸗ 
fifuil of body, but good alſo of ſpirit i ſtomack; and when 
the ſedeis long ere it take life within her body, oꝛ being 
long ere ſhe fole,ſcarcfly about y end of thirteen monehts, 
is atoken of ſome let. Notwithſtanaing the moyle colt ta. 
keth moſt after the Alle that begat him, rather the after 5 
life and nature ot his damme, e yet ye ſhal not find it true 
in all Mares, no moꝛe then is pꝛoperly in all hozſes, Foz 
ſometimes experience doth decetue a mans iudgement 
in him which he chaoſeth. Foz oftentims Stalions of their 
owne nature and race, are maruellous in conditions and 
foꝛme. And whereas the Mares are but (inal t faire,com- 
monly they bzing moꝛe males then femals. Neuerthelelle 
the colts do increaſe 02 diminiſh after 02 acco2ding to their 
dammes. Dome ffalions are ill to ſc to, and yet ſhall ba 
great co ts of great p2zice.And ſome do yeld a wozthinelle 
vnto the Tuite,mo2e then other ſome. But they are moꝛe 
colder and not ſo note of deſtre, and are not topned in loue 
but very hacdly with the mare. And theſe ſoꝛt of ſtalions 
mult h aue mares ofthe like nature: Fo2 the like nature is 
mo2e familiar to conceiue then others. Vet the Alle neuer 
begets an Alle, noꝛ the Boyle neuer begets moples: and 
fo2 this cauſe they do often ſuffer the ſtalions to mount on 
the mares to put them in moꝛe heate and to take them ſo. 
dainely away againe:which ſhall make y hoꝛſe to be moze 
eager ofthe mare, which befo2e he little paſt of:and this is 
fo be noted by the way, thoſe which haue their Kidnepes 
hote, are alwaies moze deſirous then thoſe which haue 
their ſtones and kidnepes cold, which is as well in man, 
as in beaſt.

ople doth not engender with a ſhe Alle oꝛ Mare, but a 
ſhee Ae with a hoꝛſe, 02 a wild he Alle with a Bare.Cers 
taine Autho2s which J will not hide, as Marcus Varro, 
and befoze him Democritus and Mago, haue ſaid, that in $544" 494 
Affricke there is no maruell, o2 vet a monſtrous thing ak! | 
to ſe there Moyles to beare, no moꝛe then the Mares in 6 
this country. The mot faire and largeſt cattell among 
all moyles are thoſe which re begotten of Aſſes, and may 


well be compared vnto thoſe which are gotten of wilde A\- 


their Dammes. ,Therefoze it is better to haue moyles 


ſes. If it were not that they are ſo troubleſome, wilde, + 
hard to gouerne and tule,itke vnto their pres, there were 
none like them. 

Mherefoꝛe thoſe ſtalions that ſhall come of that race, VR: 
ſhall be better, and ſo from time to time alter. Foz if me! 
ye couer a Mare with a hozſe that was begotten ofa wilde ls 
Alle, oꝛ tame, they ſhall kepe their bigneſſe and modeſtie 17 
like their fire, with the like ſtrength and age vnto their | 
firſt race. And thoic which are gotten betwirt a hoꝛſe and 4 
an Alle, ſhall beare the name of their parents, as to ſay | 
hozſe moples, fo2 they will reſemble and be like vnto | 
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o' an Alle ſtalion which by experiences come ofa god and 
fairer rate then otherwiſe. Ye mult be choſen great or bodp 
with a ſtrong neck, his ſides long and large, with an open 
and a large bꝛeſt and full of finewes,his thighs fleſhy,his 
legs wel truſt, and blacke of colour oz ſpottev. The Alles 
are commonly of a moſes coloured halte. But that is 
not a pleaſant haire foz a moyle: therefoꝛe in generall it is 
good to take god hed thereof, that ye be not deteiued by 
your eye. foꝛ euen like as we {hall ſee the fleece ofa lambe, 
which cometh ofa ram with a ſpotted tongue, ſo likewiſe 
the aſſe hath haire of diuers colours on his bꝛows r eares, 
and therby often they make the moyls of diuerſe colours: 
thereloꝛe when ye haue diligently conſidered of your ſta⸗ 
lion, vet neuertheles ye may be deceiued; fo2 beſides theſt 
ſoꝛeſaid markes, ſomtimes they haue moples by other co- 
louced hoꝛſes which they knew not, and pet the ſame may 
be as wel eſteemed as other: which coms of no other cauſe 
but from their ficſt parents + generation, which by mix⸗ 
ing with others hath bene almoſt deſtroyed, and yet by p 
ſeed of the hoꝛſe is renewed againe to his firſt eſtate, And 
the Alle which J do waite of, as ſoone as the hath foald, it 
ought to be taken away from her, and pꝛiuily to beſet to 
the mare which hath a colt, ſo that ſhe know not thereof: 
which muſt be done in the night, and ſet it in a darke place. 
But ficit take away the mates colt, and put to the others 
but in ten dates the will not let it ſucke, therfoze ye muſt 
helpe in the meane time, the one as weil as the other, as 
pe {hall !& cauſe. £2 elſe take Þ vꝛine oꝛ milke of the one, 
and rubbe the coltes therewith confrarte, and at length 
they will loue and vſe them fo2 their owne . And this 
Yong ſtalion colt ſo norrifſhed of the mare, hall take a loue 
vnto mares herafter. And though okt times they be nourt- 
thed with their Dams milk, yet being but young, and has 
tiling the vſuall company among mares daily, he wil ther- 
by the better loue them, and ſo will he ſerue well pour 


ares. Wares, but let him not couer them befo2e he be ; yeares 


04d. Ind at ſuch conuenient times as graſſe may feed 
him, 
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him well, and ſometimes withſheaues of barly, ſometimes 


of god maſhes to dꝛinke of bꝛanne and wheat, oz of wheat 
ſod,o2 bacleo ſod, and let him not firlt couer a young tender 
mare, which hath neuer bene couered beloꝛe. Foz in the 
mounting on her, the will often ſtrike him with her fete, 
and thereby he will take it ſcoꝛnfully, which ſhall make 
him to caſt a continual hate to all other heareafter, and ther⸗ 
foze they put ſome other vnto the young mare to put her in 
a heate, and not couer her but with him .

o2 turne fcomthe hozſe when hee couereth her. Dome doe 
manacle her fozefeeteto the hinder on both ſides. And by 
this deſcending place a low Aſe oz hozſe may couerher the 
better, and the mo2e eaſie. And after being thus conered 
with an Alle, 62 other Yozſe, then in the peare after that 
ſhe hath foaled, you ſhall not by and by cover her againe 
with another, but in that peare let her nouriſh her foale, 
which 'Foale ſhall be the better heereafter to doe any pur - 
poſe: therefoꝛe let yer not be couered a gaine ſo ſone. And 
when that colt is a yeare old, take him from his damme,and 
put the mare in ſuch paſtures as you ſhall thinke god, in 
wods, oz in mountaines, to harden her hofes , whereby 
ſhe may the better trauell heareafter. And alwates her 
Moyles are better to beate the pack ſadle then ſhe moyles, 
vet the Moyles are moꝛe quicke and nimble, and moſt meet 
to bꝛing coltes:but they are both god to trauell, with the 
burthen, x alſo to labour the earth, if it were not that theſe 
kinde of cattel are ſomwhat to high foꝛ that purpoſe . Thers 
foze commonly they vſe a teame of Dren to beo ke the 
groundes befo2c. | 

And 02 the burthen ſome doe ſay a mare is weaker then 
a gelding hozſe,+ a gelding hoꝛſe weker (en a Tones hoꝛſe, 
ta hoꝛſe weaker then a Hope. Foꝛ the woples.commmore'y 
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therewith they will trauell thirty miles a dap. Fo: both 
hoꝛſe and moyles ate beaſts of a great ſtrength, if they had 
vnderſtanding, no man ſhould be able to rule them: and al⸗ 
ſo they ſay,8 hoꝛſe 02 mople hath no bꝛains, but in the place 
thereof, he hath as it were a bladder fild with wind, and no 
bꝛaines therin, oz other thing. but like a white water. Thus 
J leaue ot hoꝛſes and moyles, and hcere I. will ſpeake of 
the oꝛdering ok hozſe in trauell. 


Hoy the husbandman or carter ſhould order his 
horſc in trauell by the way, or o- 
therwilc, 


2 ſhew ſomewhat the duty of carters, which carters 
muſt alſo haue patience in moderate vſing of theit hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, and at all other times he ought to beare a loue alwaies 
to his cattle, ſo that his cattle may loue him, not fearing 
them tomuch:let him neuer vſe to beat the with the ſtocks 
ok his whip, but to whip them with the laſh, and vſe them 
to the ſound thereof, and yet not often fo; dulling of them: 
in trauell vſe them ſometimes with fierce woꝛds moze then 
with ſtripes. Pour loitering hozſes touch befoze the other, 


and thefree hozſe touch him leaſt of all, but at a great need. 


Alſo a free hoꝛſe ought to be haltered ſhozt, oz elſe he will 
ſoone ſpoile himſelfe in training continually,he wil ſone be 
lame, bꝛokenwinded, oꝛ blind. And vſe al the other ac times 
when you ſball ſee cauſe: and let them not in trauell by the 
way dzaw oꝛ labour ſo much as they map: touch not a hoꝛſe 
with the whip ouer his back foz feare of his cies and alſo hy 


that is behind him; but touch on the legs ol the nere ſide, 


and ſo pe ſhall auoid danger thereof, noꝛ to dꝛaw too much, 


fo; thereby ye may ſone dull and tire them, ſpecially in a 
poung hozſe; and after trauell, truſſe them vp to the tuell 
foz taking cold. e muſt alſo euery moꝛning vſe to rub and 

o combe them, foz therein a hozſe doth delight, and it will 
make them moze luſtier and freſher to labour, and in ſom- 
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mer the like ik they be houſed, o2 if they be at araſſe alſo: 
and water them not, but at their accuſtomed houres,and af- 
ter they haue ieꝛnied in ſummer, wach okten their feete 
with cold water, and if vou can, ſomtimes with wine, oz ale hy 
and butter, which will ſupple and ſtrengthen their ſinewes, 
oꝛ to bathe them with the les of wine, which will likewiſe 


ſupple and ſtrengthen them, + after to rub their legs with 


butter, oz neue opie,o2 neats fot ople; ⁊ if they be ſhod, pou 

ſhall binde fo their hofes dung mixt with mens vine: and ik Hot ſcero- 
their fete be hot oz haue the gout, ye ſhall then waſh theit e. 
mouthes with vinigre and ſalt mixt togither , and foz that 

tune giue them no hay no2 other fozrage, as ſtraw oꝛotes, 

02 pet oflitter, but wellcleanſed, no2 let them bee ſhod till 

they be well. Alſo thecarter mult ſee daily that his harnelle

Af pour hozſe haue a bꝛittle hoofe, the occaſions are, he 
is too hote, to dꝛie oꝛ doth ſtand dꝛie in the ſtable vnſtopt. 
The remedie: Take Oxe dung andtemper it with vinegar, ie hoot- 
then warme it, and bind it hote vato his fte all over, © Bast 
and vnder his fote ;on the nert day ve him ſo againe. 
Thus vie him foz a werke together, and it will helge him. 
Alſo let him ſtand in the ſtable on his owne dung a month 8 
ſpace, & that will alſo helpe him. To vſe to ſtop him alwais |, 
is god, to helpe that he ſhall not haue it. Alſo the fatte of 3 
ſodden Bacon mixed with turpentine to annopnt. 

Things god to giue vnto pour hoꝛſe againſt any cough 
02 cold, are, Turmericke, long Pepper, graines of Bap 
berries, of each a halle peny woꝛth:anniſeds a peni-1wozth

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Fenegrerke, a halfepeny-wozth : liquozice, and of Engliſh 
ſaffconalike, Some of theſe, oꝛ ſo many as pee ſhall thinke 
Colts pained good, made in fine pouder, and mired with ale, and ginen 
pas . warme, in vling as aloe is mentioned. 
euer in colt: Coltes are oft pained in the gummes and teeth when they 
grow: Pe ſhall take of good chalke with ſtrong viniger mir- 
ed together, and rub the teeth and gummes therewith, and 
they wil mend. The feuer is holpen by letting blood on the 
middle vaine on his thigh foure fingers vnder his tuel, oz 
elſe take the veine in the necke, and fo2 his dꝛinke yee may 
ire the iuyte at purllaine, gum d2agagant, frankinſence in 
powder, with a kew damaſkeroſes , and giue him this in a 
quantity ot honied water. 
Againſt kaintnelle and weakeneſſe about the heart of a 
VYo2ſe ; Pee thall kepe him very warme, take an ounce of 
nurrhe,two ounces of gumme dꝛagagant, two ounces of ſaf⸗ 
mad fron, one ounceof the pouder of Mellilote, one pound ofthe 
weakenes, hearbe Mercurie, the powder of frankinſence accozding to 
the ref: then mixe all together, and make it in fine powder, 
and take two ſpoonekuls therof, and giue it with a pinte of 
honied water, and two ſpoonefuls of ople ef roſes. Uſe this 
oncea dap till pe ſee him amend: this is alſo good to ſereng 
then the reines and backe, and ſlackneſſe of other members. 
Againſt heate in a hazſe, ifit be in winter, ye ſhall giue him 
Or cov much thay ounces of ſallet ople, with a pint of red wine: Jfit bee 
1021122 im ſommer, gue him two ounces ofoile with a quantitie of 
Backs in a wine. TR 
docks, The barbs are two feates vnder the tongue: ik they grow 
long they will hinder the hoꝛſes feeding, and they doe vſe to 
clippe them with a paire of ſheares, and then wach it with 
Wa er and ſalt, and ſo they will heale.

then ſome Dimthes. Foz in molt places of England we Sb. 


Dimiths haue ſmall (kill thereof, but after a common (ct 
how to ſhode euery Noꝛſe as he ought to be, thep know not. 
Which knowledge doth conlüſt in diners points , as in 
good ſtuffe,in making fit ſhoes 702 euch hoꝛſe ho e, in dꝛi⸗ 
uing the nailes right, and alſo the making thereof: in 
- paring, and leauing the hole where it ought to bee,alwaies 
hauing reſpect thereunto. F02 there is as great a reſpect 
vnto the paring, as vnto the ſhooing, becauſe of the diuer⸗ 
ſitie of the hootes : fo2 ſome bee round, ſome long, ſome 
hot, ſome ſmooth, ſome be rough, ſome tender, ſome tough, 
ſonic flat, and ſome hollow ; and bzoad hoofes commonly 
haue narrow heeles, which wil be ſoone weake to franc!l, 
oz to carrie his ſhoe long: and in going long on his pa⸗ 
ſko2nes, he is apt to ſurbat and grauel. The rugged hoofe 
is not ſo apt to ſurbat and grauel, but it is a _ of vn⸗ 
temperate heate x dꝛought, which makes the hoofes baittle. 
A long haofe commonly doth treade on the hieles and pa⸗ 
ſtoznes, which bzerdeth winde galles. A bzoad crooked 
hoofe without, and narrow within, it makes him ſplap⸗ſw⸗ 
ted, and treadeth moꝛe inward then outward, going with 
his ioints cloſe together, maketh him to enterfecre , and 
ſo become lame. A b2oad foote inward , and narrow out- 
ward is not hurtlul: but on the out ſide hee will ſoone gra⸗ 
ueil. A flatte hoofe not hollowe within, is like to an vn⸗ 
perfect hoaofe, A hollowe haofc will ware ſoone dzie, and 
that cauſeth hoofe-bound . And the ſtraight, vpzigot, 
1 2 and 
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few yeares alter: there is no hozie that doth line dong, which col 
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and narrow hofe will ware ſone die except he be foppey 
will ſone be hofe-bound : which will caule him to be ſo 
lame that he cannot treade luce. And whereas the fruſges 
are bꝛoad, the herles are commonly weake and ſoſt, ſo that 
v may eaulp cruih hem together: and thoſe hozſes will 
neuer treade well on Lozics , o2 en hard ground. And alſo 
where the holes are nartow, they are commonly tender 
and hole bound. | 

The hofe onght to be pared euen, that the ſhoemay 
ſi: cioſe and iuſt thereon, not being in one place moꝛe high⸗ 
er than another. And becauſe the waight of the body a⸗ 
fo;e lies moſt on the heeles, therefoze to fanour them, 
take «way as little as vou may, but the toes being thicke 
and hard, may be taken the thinner: and the paring of the 
hinder fete is cleane contratie to the foze feete : agafo2eig 
ſhewed in d2iuing the naples, ſaying, befo2e behind, be- 
hinde befoze ; which is, beware the two hindermoſt nailes 
on the ſozefeete , and the two fozmolt nailes on the hinder 
forte. 

In ſhoing the koꝛe feet , make your ſhooeg with a bꝛoad 
webbe, and with thicke ſponges, miete in all places, ſome⸗ 
what appearing on the outſide of the ſhoe. And when yer 
naile oz ſet on ſhwes,ſpare not fiõ the middeſt fozward, but 
beware backward towards the herles: and ye ſhall pearce 
the holes wider on the outſide ofthe ſhwethen on the inſide, 
and moꝛe diſtant from the toe, then the quarters, becauſe 
the haofe is moꝛe thicker foꝛward then backward , 4 moze 
hold to bœ taken: the nailes would be made ftiffe with 
ſquaie heades, and with ſharp peintes, and merte at the 
head to fil the holes ofthe ſhoses, ſtanding a ſtraw bꝛedth 
without the Chooe: and lo will he ſtand moſt ſure without 
ſhaking, and alſo will laſt longer. But that oꝛder moſt 
Smiths do little oz ne thing at all regard, but to diſpatch x 
away: and when they pearce a ſhoce they commonly 
make the inſide as bꝛoadas the outſide , 4 their nailes are 
made with ſuch great ſhoulders , they cannot ſit wel there⸗ 

on, 
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on, noꝛ enter cloſe into the holes: a nayle well made ſhould 
haue no ſhoulder at all, but ftillleſer and leſſer towards 
the pont. Foꝛ otherwiſe he will ſtand ſo high, and the neck 
thereof being weake, ſoone doth bꝛeake, o2 elſe bend at cues 
rie light ſtroke, as J haue oft ſcene the triall, and the ſhog 
thereby ſone loft, 

The nayles alſo would be made flatter on the one ſi de NY 
then on the other, with a ſmall point, x ſtiffer ſtill towards e. 
the head, and when ye dꝛiue, ftrike ſoftly firſt with a light 
hammer, till it be well entered. Some doe greaſe the points 
(fo2 a tender hoofe) to goe moꝛe caſier, and firlt yce ſhall 
dꝛiue the two hoofe oz ſide naplesot cach ſide one, then loke 
ik the tho ſtand right oꝛ not, with the ſpunges right on the 
ſides. If not, mend it, and dꝛiue pour other naples, and 
ſet downe then his foot, to ſee if they be all fit and wel pla⸗ 
ced, and the hoꝛſe to fread euen thereon. Ik not, take vp his 
other fot, to make him ſtand moꝛe kiffer thercon, à with 
your hammer ſtrike where the ſhoe is ſcanteſt, to make if 
peeld that way. Then dꝛiue all the reſt of your naples, ſa 
that the poynts on the hofe may come out euen 2 iuſt, not 
out of o2der like the teth ofaſaw: and pe ſhall clinch 
ſo as the poynts may be hid in the hofe. Dome do cut the 
hole a little beneath the naples, and ſo doe clinch. Then 
ſhall you parte and rape the hofe round, ſo that it may bee 
_ round with the ſhooe, which ſome doe ſuppoſe to ber 

eſt. 

By paring the bzoad hoofe, not pet fully grown flat, it pacing & Ho- 
may be holpen by a ſkilful Smith, by diligent paring and ing the grear 
ſhoing: and at the toe let him take as much as hecan, but boote. 
touch not the heels, except to make the ſhoe to ſit plane: 
pet let the hole continue ſtrong, and make pour ſhoe with 
a b2oad webbe, and ſtrong with bꝛoad ſpunges: and from 
the tacke nayles to the heele, letthe ſhoe appeare a ſtrawes 
bꝛeadth withoutthe hofe,ſet on with fine nayles on the out 
ſide, and foure within, becauſe he Weareth moze cutward 
then inward, \, | 
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Paring the To pare the rough and bꝛittle hwfe: he is commonly 
rough and Weaker on the outſide, then he is on the inſide; and that is 
blittle hooke. yecauſe they are commonly hotterthen others, and their 
hofs may be ſomewhat moze opened, to be the moze ea⸗ 
ſier ſtopped with Cow dung, oꝛ to annoint, tokep the al⸗ 
wayes moyſt: it a hofe be ragged on the outſide, it would 
bee wzapped and made (math, and often bee topped 
o2 annoynted with Neats foote ople, oz Turpentine, 
Dheerps ſuet, oz ſallet ople bopled together, which will 
make it tougher: and to ſhoe a bꝛittle hof, pe muſt make a 
meane ſhw, not too light, noꝛ too heauie: fo2 a heauie ſhooe 
hee will ſoone caſt: and ſet it on with ſeuen, oz ning 
napls if he be a large hoofe, with fine without and fours 
within. 
All long hoofes may be holpen by paring much the toe: 
Toſhoea Foz the ſhozter the hoofe is made, the better it 1s: a long 
long hoofe, hoofe hath commonly a weake and llender leg: but aſhozt 
boofe hath commonly a ſtrong legge: and the long hoofha - 
uinga weakelegge, isfozced molt to tread on the hel and 
on the paſtozne. Ye ſhall pare the reſt like the perfect hoof, 
t pe ſhall ſhooe him as round as pe can at the toe, whereby 
the bzeadth may take vp the length. If his hook be narrow, 
let his ſhooe beare ſomewhat without the ſides, in making 
the heeles deeper ko; eight nayls, and ſet the ſhove backs 
ward enough, becauſe he treadeth much on the heele, and 
it will be the better. 
To pare a How to pare a crooked hoofe : ye muſt looke where it is 
croked hoofe ſeaſt oꝛne, and pare that euen with the other, not touch⸗ 
ing where as it is wozne, vnles it be to make it plainer: 
Pe ſhal make his ſhooe ſtrong with a bzoad web, not pears 
cing holes, till pe haue made it fit foꝛ the foot, and then 


make them as pe ſhal ſ& cauſe, and pearce the holes on the 


inſide, moꝛe towards the toe, then the outſide, And where 
the hoofe is weakelt, there let the ſhooe be ſtrongeſt, ſet on 
nine nayls, fue one the ſtronger ſide , and foure on the 
weaker, | * 
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To pare the hoofe called a pomeſt hoole, oz flat hofe, yu 
ſhall pare him plaine fo2 the ſhoce, taking ſomewhat of the 
toe, but touch not the herle 02 ball of thefoote, but leaue it 
ſtrong:and pe ſhall ſhoe him with a very bꝛoad web to couer 
the weakeſole the better, and make the middeſt of the web 
moꝛe thicke then the outſides, and (ct your ſhoe on hollow, 
that it touch no part ofthe ball of the loote: and ſw it bee 
large and long in all parts, to be the eaſier. Pare him round 
at the toe, and fauoz his hæles, and make it with ten holes, 
fiue on each ſide. 

The hollow hoofe ye ſhall pare round, but chiefly þ ſeat 
ofthe ſhoe about the edges, that the hollownes be not made 
too deepe: the which ye ſhall keepe alwaies moiſt, fo2 feare 
of being hofe-bound: and pee ſhall paire him plaine in all 
parts like vnto the perfect hoofe:and ye ſhall make his ſhoes 
light thereunto. 

To pare thehoofe with bꝛoad fruſhes, he had little 02 no⸗ 
thing there to be touched, bat taken at the toe, becauſe ofhis 
weakehele, and ye ſhal make his ſhooe to lie euen thereon , 
leauing his heles as ſtrong as ye can, in making his ſhooe 
ſtronger towards the heles then the toe, and the webbe of 
the ſhoe ſomewhat bꝛoader towards the heeles to ſane them 
from the ground: and giue him nine nailes, becauſe they 
haue commonly a bꝛoad hoofe : the reſt vſe in all points like 
a perfec hwofe, 

The hoofe that hath narrow heles, ye ſhall pare him 
ſhoꝛt, and make the ſeat of the ſhooe plain, and ye ſhall open 
it betweene the fruſh and the heele but alittle ſpace, 92 ſo 
much as may be ſuffered ; foz the leſle ye take ofthe herſe, 
the better foz the hozic: and ye ſhall ſhoe him light in a bꝛoad 
web, and make the ſpunges ſo bꝛoad as they almoſt touch, 
and ye ſhall pare the ſhoog moꝛe toward the toe, and pare 
the heeles as much as ye can, in making it long enough to⸗ 
wards the heeles, and ſetting on with eight nailes, foz the 
perfect hoofe. | 

The hinder foote is cleane —_— to the paring _— 
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foze feet, fo2 the weakeſt part of the hinder fof is befoze on 
the toe, which muſt alwaics be moze ſpared then the hals, 
and ye ſhal pare them in all points accoꝛding to the per- 
fection and imperfection thereof, as vnto the foze fœte. 
Pee ſhall alſo ſhoe them as is afoꝛeſaid: butalwates make 
the ſho ſitongelt towards the toe, becauſe it is the weakeſt 
part ofthe fte: and ye ſhall make the outfide of the ſhooe 
alwates with a caukin,and not too high,but agreeing tothe 
ſpungie ſide, not ſharpe, but rather turned vp ſomwhat flat 
thereunto.

The Hoꝛſe that doth enferfere, heis commonly higher 
hofed on the outſide, then on the inſide : and thezefoze al⸗ 
waies the outſide would bee taken moꝛe, and yet be left 
ſomewhat higher then the inſide, in making the ſhoe fit, 
and thicker on the inſide then on the outſide, and without 
a Caulkin, foz that willmake him but tread aw2y, and 
the rather enterfeere: but let him bee ridden afoze you, 
and then marke where he toucheth moſt, and by paring 
him there, he map eaſe it very much, and alſo by ſhoo⸗ 
ing: 

The paring of the hoofe bound: pe ſhal pare the hoofe 
bound at the toe, as ſhoꝛt as ye can,andſomewhat within 
on the ſole, but open well his herls. Pe (hal make his 
ſhoo like the halfe Boone; Alſoit hath beene often ſen by 
negligent and vnſkilfull Smiths, by paring and ſhooing 
many hozſes offentimes haue taken hurt. Alſo by the vn⸗ 
(kilful and negligent keepers, foꝛ want of rubbing their 
leggs, and ſtopping their fozefete: fo2 the hinder fete are 
tommonky kept moiſt by meanes of dung lying at their 
heels, and wet by their pilling thereon, Whereas the 
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fozefcet ſtand commonly dae, which maketh them to bee 
haof-bound, and b2ittlehoofed. There foze a good keeper An ointment 
wil ſee to ſtoppe them from time to time with cow dung, for the hoote, 
foz that is beſt. And to waſh their hoofes with cold wa⸗ 
ter:and ſometimes to annointthem with ſuppling oiles, as 
« neats foote ople, and ſuch like: o: with Turpentine, and 
kept to annoint therewith at all times convenient : x this 
wil make the hoofe tough and ſtrong, and keepe them from 
being hooke-bound oz bꝛittle hotcd, Thus much haue 3 
b:tefly touched as concerning the paring and ſhooting of 
ho2ſes with the diverſitis of hofs. He that is deſirous to 
vnderſtãd further herein, let him reade matferBlundetilds 
booke of Hoꝛſes, and there her hall find w2itten all things 
moꝛe at laige: but this ſhall be ſufficient foz all huſband⸗ 
men. 

Alſo, huſbandmen ſay, the cheifeſt time fo2 mares to be ©1611 th 
conered, is from the end of the firſt quarter vnto ther fulof mare. 
the Moone, oꝛ at the ful, foz thoſe colts ſhall be moꝛe ſtron⸗ 
ger and harder of nature. Alſo if a mate haue taken the

The Nams are much eſfermed when they are high and 
long of body, with a large belly and toueren well w woll, 
his tatle long and thicke in woll, his foꝛehead bꝛond, his 
tods big. his hoꝛnes froked and wꝛithen: and yet theſe 
ſoꝛts of Rammes are not the beſt. Foꝛ thoſe which haue 
no hoznes are moꝛe better: and thoſe which haue crwked 


boznes doe moꝛe better: foꝛ the one doth annoy the other: 


and it is better to have their hozncs croked any ways

then, then to be ſfraight and open. Neaertheleſfe in coun- 
tries moiſt t windie, they were better to haue the ams 
with great and larger hoꝛnes, then other ivithout, becauſt 
it doth keepe defend the greateſt part of their head front 
the winde and ſtozmes. Ir that the inter be verie #02- 
mie in thoſe countries, they doe choſc thoſe Rammes: but 
{fit be caime and gentle, they doe take thoſe which haue no 
hoꝛnes. Foꝛ the hozned ramme hath this diſcommodity, he 
ſeleth by nature eich pait of his body ſo well armed, that 
he doth deſire nothing but to fight with ot her. And her is 
moze hottcr after the yeawes at all times, and moꝛe impꝛo- 
funate the others: ſo that he wil not ſuffer any other Ram 
to couer any troupe of peabes, and he will haue warrs 
without cauſe againſt his fellowes, and will not permit 
and ſuffer them to couer any peatve, although her can doe 
no moze himſelfe,and pet he will haue all at his commauns 
dement. 

But hee which is without hoꝛnes knoweth he is vnar⸗ N 
med, whereby he is not ſo readie to fight, and is alſo ot leſle : 3 
heat, there foꝛe ve map haue the moꝛe rãmes. The god and 
ſkilful ſhepheard may coꝛted the heat and fury of ſuch an vn 
ſatiable Namme by his ſubtiltie: take a ſtrong bod of a 
fote bꝛoad, and fi. it ful o? pikes of y2on, a tie that boꝛd vn⸗ 
to his hoznes, with the pikes toward his fozehead and this 

ſhal keepe him from hurtinu of others, foꝛ in giuing his head 
a ſtroke, he ſhall hurt hiniſt fe. 

Epicarmus de Syraculis in Sicilia which hath diligently 
witten of the medicines foꝛ cat tell, he ſaith : one may avs 
peaſe oꝛ abate the fuxie of ſucq a K unme in percing his 
hoꝛnes by his cares (with a win le oꝛ peircer) agaiult 
the place whereas they de ccake.

colours, foꝛ the vncertainty thereof. Thou ſhalt caſt thein 
off as the barren Sheepe, and alſo thoſe which haue moſt 
teeth, being ol thꝛee peares olde. Zherefo2c pe muſt cho 
thoſe of two peares, hauing a great large body, a long neck 
and long derpe woll, not rough oꝛ ſtubboꝛne, his belly great 
and large of bod e, ccuered al! 31th woll, not ta be vicouc⸗ 
red in any part noꝛ yet (mall of ſtature, his gummes ruddy, 
bis tecth white and eacn, his ſkinne on the buſket red, and 
an both ſides ruddie, his eie ſtrings ruddie, his fell loſe, his 
woll fat, his bꝛeath long, and his fete not hote. Theſe are 
the chiefe ſignes of a ſound ſhepe. Signes of a rotten ſhæpe 
are theſe : his belly full of water. his fat yellow, his liter 
ſhall be knottie, and ſull of bliſcers, and if pe ſœthit, it will 
b:cake in peeces, his ſides pale, his cies pale and darke, his 
cums white a the wol wil ſwne come oſt, if ye pluck a little 
thereof. Zheſe are the ſignes ola rotten ſherpe 02 vnſound. 
Now foꝛ to ſaue and keepe them, pe ſhall underſtand your 
ſheepe houſes ought to be made low (like vnto a hog. ſt ye 
and moꝛe in length then in bꝛeadth warme fo2 winter, ind 
not ſtrait ofromes foꝛ feare of hurting the lambes, pauod 
and boꝛded on the ſides, and within the p! ice in deſtending 
of their vane and dung. It ſhall be alſo god to hang ol roſe⸗ 
mary,o2 otherſweete and ſtrong hearbes fo2 to take away 
oꝛ kill the ſent of their vꝛine and dung. It hall be alſo god 
to make and ſet the houſe open towards the Sun at none. 
and to be well conercd; fo2 theſe kinde of cattell are tender. 
aud cannot abide any great cold, | 
Pet although they are houſed they are oftentimes vered 
mith cold, as reumes, glanders, coughes and ſuch like, and 
ſo vercd with colde in winter, as well as with heate in 
Summer: and afo2e oꝛ about their houſes, it were god to 
make a cloſe coat well and high fenced, ſo that they may 
gee foꝛth of their Houſes iu ſaſetie to refreſh them. And 
theirrackes to be made two lobe high from the earth, with 
tacke⸗aues ſet nigh togeth er of a god length. And the 
Shepheard muſt le that they bor cleane kept, and to ſee 
1 that 
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| that the rackes do ſtand ſaſt fo2 hurting anp offhem, 
They muſt alſo be kept that they haue na water o2 other 
moiſture and that there be pꝛepared of fearne £2 dꝛy ſtraw 
foꝛ thoſe Which haue lambs to reit moꝛe cleaner and ſofter, 
and to fe that the Nammes goe not with the Cawes, 02 
| the Lambes: no? goe with any ſicke ſheepe oꝛ other belt: 
| andit is better to let the Lambs remaine in the houſe, then 
to goe with their dammes a⸗ field. And god to let your belt 
paſture remaine ſoꝛ your Eawes nigh your ſhape houſes, 
The ſhepheard alſo (hail often cleanſe the fodering places of 
his ſheepe, and reſerue it to litter his kine and hoꝛſe, and 
ſo to kcepe their houſes cleane, whereby their health may 
be the better pꝛeſerned, and ſo in any wiſe they be not hurt 
o: annoped with filthy moiſkure, foz they are tender and 
nice, and doe love cleane places, Pe muſt alſo ſ that they 
haue go) ſtoꝛe ot meate, fo2 hunger in them bꝛeedeth the 
murren. A ſinall ſtock wel nouriſhed, encreaſeth much moze 
pꝛofit vnto their maſter, then others with twiſe ſo great a 
locke enduring hunger. And alſo the ſhepheard muſt often 
dꝛiue them ouer changeable paſtures and grounds where- 
as there is ſcant of fœding and without thoꝛnes o: buſhes, 
bling after the authozitie of Virgil, which ſaith by theſe

Foz this ſame cauſe it is better to chaſe 
Autumne then the ſpzing, as Celſus repozteth by the pzwſe 
thereof: fo2 he ſaith, it is moꝛe meter fo2 theſe Cattell tg 
be made ſtrong befoze Solſticiom in the middeſt of the inc⸗ 
neth of Julp which is the longeſt day in ſommer / then be⸗ 
foje Solſſitium in winter, which is in the middeſt ur the me⸗ 
nethof December. And amongſt all cattcl', the may be 
moſt caſieſt bzedin winter, if thecountrie be not very cold 
and wet. 

If ye daue nde to haue many male Lunbes, Ariſtotle 
a man of great knowledge inthe wozkes of nature, her 
commaundeth to be obſerued, and to ſpie ont the merteſt 
time to couple and put the rammes to the yeawwes : as 
in a dꝛie time when the nꝛꝛth winde bloweth. Zhen (ga th 
he) make the Hocke to goe and fred againſt the wind, and 
put the rammes onto them, and thep fha!l haue male 
Lambes.

ter they will reele and ſtagger, and ome at mouth. then they 
wil fall downe, and ſo die; wherof J haue aſked many ſheep- 
heards, and they know no remedy oꝛit. N ere ſoꝛe me⸗ 
thinks it ſhould ſeeme gd to try if the diſeaſe come by any 


poiſoned thing. Then to giue dem ſuch things as will ex⸗ 


poll poiſon, as to giue the lambe ſome treacle in warme 


milke, oꝛ ſouthernwod ſtamped and giuen with ale, o2 the 


iuice of Axon called Cuckoſpit ſtampt and ſtraind in honi- 
ed water j giuen warme, oꝛ the rod ot the great bur bꝛuiſed 


and ſod in wine and then giuen. Aultheſe are good againſt 


poiſoned cauſes. But if this diſeaſe bꝛœde firſt in the head, 


then ſhallye miniſter things chielly to purge the head, as 


the tender buds ol beareſwte beaten, and the iuice mixed 
with wine and giuen. Alſo the iuice of Sowbꝛead in Latine 
Panis porcinus , the which iuice pee ſhall put into his no⸗ 
ſtrels, and let it diſtillinto his head, the which will purge 
both his head and bꝛaine. Like wiſe the iuice of garden creſ⸗ 
ſes ſtampt and ſtrained, and giuen with wine, do alſo purge 
the head. But if the ſatd diſeaſe do tome of p hawthozne 02 
oke leafe only, which leaues be of a hard digeſtion, and per⸗ 
haps may cauſe this diſeaſe, if it ſhould be ſo: then boile ſou⸗ 
thernwodin wine, and giue thereof to the ſtcke lambes,0z 
wilde mallows ſod in wine, and giuen:oꝛthe hearb Cucko- 
ſpit boyled in wine a giuen alſo of Juniper ſds oꝛ leaues, 
{a;npt and ſtrained, and giuen with wine. Alſo pennpriall 
ſtampt and ſframed with wine oꝛ ale, # ſo giuen. Theſe as 
boueſaid are god to make digefFion, and other wales whol- 
ſome foꝛ the beaſt. Thus much Jthought meete to weite, 
concerning the remedies foꝛ this ſtrange diſeaſe in lambes. 
Let ſhœpeheards thereof try ſo far as they all think god. 
Againſt the loſeneſſe of tœth, ſome doe let bloud, as 
IJ have afozeſaid vnder the taile. But whenſoener any

Theſe are the chiefc things that doe 
rot thcepe,a5 the thepheards haue ſound commonty by ex- 
perience from time to time. 

C ertaine pꝛetepts taken foo2th of Ariſtolelibro De nas 
tura animalis. When the teeth of athcepe bee all enen, it 
is a ſigne that the ſhwpers old: yet thereto ſome ſheps 
heardes doe ſay, it is ſo in a youngſheepe as well as in ths 
old, and that is accozding vnto the Paſture o2 grounds 
they doe feede in. Ik they feede in hard ground their teeth 
will weare ſooner then they will in a ſoft ground oz Pas 
ſture. 

If ye will haue your Lambes come in the Spꝛing time, 
put the Ramme to the yeawes in the middeſt of October; if 
ye will haue them come in Ulinter, ye muſt put the Rams 
to the yeawes in July. 

The veaw doth go with her Lambe ſiue moneths: pee 
ſhall marke when the yeaw doth commonly bleate, beeing 
great with Lambe , then iudge that her lambing time is 
neare. 

Alſo pe ſhall note, if a raine come incontinent after 5 


the Ramme hath couered the ygaw, thoſe lambes are like

fo die. 
A Kamme thathath a blacke tongue, all the lambes he 
gets are like to be blacke oz elſe ſpotted. 

Stonie and marriſh ground is not wholeſome foꝛ cheepe, 
and wod ground is not very hurtfull. 

In Sommer, ſherpe ought to be fed in the moꝛning be- 
koꝛe the heate of the dap, and to let them dꝛinke faire water 
of the ſpꝛing. Alſo in the Dpzing time and Winter, put 
not foozth pour ſhepe befoze the deawes and froſt be gone, 
fo; that graſſe which hath deaw oz fro, bꝛeedeth a diſeaſe 
oz ſcabbe. 

It is good alſo to put your cherpe inthe harueſt in ſtubble 
ground 
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ground, fo2 they will dung well the landes. Note alſo if a 
ground be wet with raine it ſhal not be good to let them lie 
thereon, but ſlirre them fo ſome higher place. 

Againe in the moneth of Ap2ill, May, June and Tu'p, 
not then fo eatemuch;but in Angult,Deagber, Jouember, 
and December, then to eate well after the deaw is gone, the 
better to withſtand the ſtoꝛmes in winter. 

Note allo that the walhing of ſheepe with ſalted raine⸗

Note alſs:all things will fatte ſherpe, ſuhich are mingled 
with ſalt water, as fetches, bꝛanne, chaffe,andſuch like, 
Much firring of ſheepe doth make them leane, LTherets a 
diſeaſe in ſherpe which is called the @pzing; it comes wit; 
a ſwelling in the belly and foaming at the month - and lo⸗ 
dainely the ſheepe will fall downe in the way. The removy, 
Cake a quantity of Rue, and another of Roſemary, and 
boyle them in milke,o2 in new ale, foꝛ that is the better, + 
when it is a little bopled, then ſtamp it, and then ſtraine it, 
and ſo giue it milke warme vnto the ſheepe: but before ve 
giue it, pꝛicke him vnder the tongue, and mahe it blerde if 
pe tan, and he ſhall do well.

Ome ſherp will haue a long woꝛme in their guts, and al⸗ 
ſo lambes ot a quarter old, which bꝛeeds of ſome raw hu⸗ 
mour: the ſignes are he will fo2\ake his meate, and ſift moſt 
commonly bo wing his head to his belly, and hee will offer 
grone, and his belly wall wel, and ſho2tly will dy thercof,if 
he be not holpen. The remedy. Tate a quantity of the iuice 
of hoꝛehound, with ſome leeke blades al bꝛuiſed t ſo giut̃ oꝛ 
to giue him the powder of woꝛmeſeed in ſome malmſey, Alſo 
the powder of ſauin finely beaten und giuen in wine oz ale. 
Sheepe ſometimes will be louſte , and haue lite like hogs 
lice, which bꝛeed ſlometimes by much wet, ſometimes by 
hunger t pouerfy,+ ſometimes they may haue lice in lying 
among hogs; and then ye ſhal ſee them rubbing and ſcratch⸗ 
ing with their hoꝛnes, and ſo will teare their wo! in many 
places.

Some ſhepe will haue a water bladder vnder their chin, ner] adde 
which ye ſhall fle to be ſoft, and will bꝛeed in moiſt e imes 
of winter, by feeding in moiſt places: ſhophcards haue no 
other common remedy but to launce it a little, 2 then lo tar 
it. There be ſome lambes their peſillisclouen Jcanlearne 
no remedy, but keepe it cleane fil he be big, and annoint it 1 4ycn vey, 
with tarre, and then to kil him: foꝛ he will die at the length. 5 

How to know the age of a ſhæpe: ſhe being of one theare, 
the will haue two b2oad teeth afoꝛe:at the ſecond ſheare, ſhe 
wil haue ſoure bꝛoad terth a foꝛe:at the third ſheare ſhe wil 
haue fire bꝛoad fethafo2c: and at the fourth ſheare.ſhe will 
haue eight bꝛoad teeth aloꝛe:and thus ye may know the age 
of all ſheepe by their teeth. 

Sheep are called oues in Latin, which woꝛd comes of as 
crificing in the old time:the ſheepe is abeaſt good and pꝛoſi⸗ 
table fo2 many commodities fo2 the vſe of man, as comon- 
lp is knowne among all men in this conntry and others. 1 
the rams be put vnto the yeaws when the winde is in the 
noꝛth the yeawes will bꝛing male; and ik the winde be in 
the ſouth, ikthe yeawes be then couered, they wil be female 
lambes. Alſo ſuch a colour as the veine is vader the rams 
tongue, of ſuch colour ſhall the lamhe be, when he is lam⸗ 
bed: and when old ſhepe are moued to generation in indꝛ⸗ 
dinate times, ſheepheards ſay it is a good ſigne:and ik yong 
ſhec pe be ſo mouedſ(ſay they it is atoken of ſame gener all 
peſtilence among them that veare following. _ 
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Alſo Ariſtotle ſaid, ſheep do commonly conteiue in dzinke- 
ing water, and therefoze ſome cheepheards do giue them 
ſalt, and do fo2ce them to take it; which doth cauſe them to 

g.Lonceine the rather, and ſalt will keepethemlonger ſafe and 
ſound without ſicknes. They do alſo gine them in harueſt 
Cucurbitas, and ſuch hearbs with ſalt, which will increaſe 
much milke in their vdders. Jfyour ſheepe be made to faſt 
thz& daies, and then giue them meate, they will ſone after 
ware fat: in ſummer, cold water comming out ofthe noz th 
ſpꝛings, is good foz them to dꝛinke: and in harueſt warme 
water comming out of — ſhall be good foꝛ them, and 
then to eate in the latter part of the day oz night is alſo god 
foꝛ ſheepe. And thoſe ſheepe which are dztuen and trauell 
far, do ſoone wareleane,and ſhepheeards wil percetue thoſe 
that willbeſt endure out the next winterfollowing:foz ſome 
theepe are ſo feeble, that they are not able fo ſhake off the ice 
from theirbackes, t ſome will ſuffer none thereon, but {till 

hake it off, The ſheepe which be nouriſhed in watry places, 
their fleſh is not ſo wholſome as others nouriſhed in d2y 
groundes, and thoſe foure foted beaſts nonriſhed in moyll 
groundes,with long tatles, may wozfe away with winter 
then thoſe with bꝛoad tailes. 

Alſo ſheepe with ſmal and thin ſhoꝛt wol on their failes, 
map wozſt away with winter. Shepheards ſap, the wl of 
a ſheepo that is wozried with p wolle 02 eate thereof is in- 
fexed, and the cloth made of that woll will be lowſy. 

Sheep alſo are of leſſe ſtoutnes of nature and wit, then 
other foure foted beaſts. The thunder feareth ſheepe great⸗ 
ly,ſpectally if one be alone. If thunder happen in the eue⸗ 
ning oz night, it is dangerous to make yeawes to caſt their 

lambes, oꝛ ił any be alone» Theretoꝛe it ſhall be a god re- 
medy to bꝛing them into one flocke. Akoꝛnes are ill fo2 
Ayeepe, and make peawes to caſt their lambes. 

Some ſhepheardes ſay, to ſheare ſheepe not afoze mid- 
ſummer, is good to make them haue a long ſtaple,fo2 in hot 
weather the wel of ſheepes backes doth grow moll. 

In folding of ſheepe, the opinion af ſome halbands hold,

Againſt the rot: if vou frare your ſheepe in wet times ye 
chall put them into a houſe thꝛe daies e thꝛe nights with.

ofb2an mixt with as much ſalt laid in troughs,and hunger 
will make them to eate it: then dꝛiue them to the water, + 
let them dzinke their fil: then let them be chaſed with a cur 
a good ſpace after and put them then into what ground ye 
will fo2 one quarter, and they ſhall take no hurt:then mull 
you fake them vp the next quarter to ſerue them ſoagaings 

Thus mult ye vſe them 4 times ina peare in doubtſull 
times, it ye will ſane your ſherpe from the rot. 

Some ſhepheards vſe when they feare the rot fo fake the 
vp and to giue each ſhepe he ſuſpecteth a little milke mixt 
with ſalt, and to ſet water by them, and to keepe them ſo foz 
certaine daies, d which is thought a good way to pꝛeſerue 
them, if they be taken in time. 

Some ſhepheards giue their ſherpe the iuite ol elder mixt 
with homed water oꝛ milk giuen warme alittle, which wi 
purge water foꝛth of their bodies: o2 3 dzams ofthe iuice 
ofpurgein a pint of honied water, to giue a quantity ther⸗ 
of. Alſo plantaine ſod in water mixt with ſome mille and 
giuen, purgeth water bet wirt the fleſh and the cin. Thus 
much conterning the rot and water in ſheepe. alſo it ſheepe 
be chaſed oꝛ dꝛiuen a tourney. if then they will d2inke ſalt 
water, it is a ſigne they are ſound, and will do well.

Me age ok cutting oꝛgelding of yong Lainhs(as ſoine 

ſhepheards ſay is beſt in the wane of the Maone, ths 
ſigne and the holwꝛe being good, pong Lambs ſrom thꝛe 
daies old till nine daies old: fo2 thei: they are young and 
tender, and map eaſily be gelded. Pet ſome other do hold, 
if is better tutting ol lambs when they are moꝛe ſtronger, 
as of thꝛee werks old oꝛ moe. But then is moꝛe danger 
in cutting them: loꝛ it they be then ranke of bloud / as ſom 
will be moze then other ſome) then the bloud often wil fal 
into the tod, reines and bellp, and there it will lye a canſe 
the lambs ſoone after they are cut to die. Therloꝛe put the 
fine powder of rozen into the cod, and that will dey vp the 
quarie bloud. 

Theretoꝛe ſome do chaſe out thoſe lambes that be luſty 
and faire, and cut their eaxes, oꝛ let them bloud the day he⸗ 
koꝛe. 

Some do ſhut them in ahouſe a night beſoze without 
meat, and then to cut them. Alſo a good (ure wap is this:pe 
ſhall cauſe one to hold the lambe betwirt his legs, oꝛ on his 
lap, and turne the lambe on his backe, in holding his ſoure 
fete vpright together: but it pe hail ſee black ſpots in his 
flanks, then cut him not, fo2 he will die, foꝛ hots rancke 
of bloud.

Alſo there con: neth ſoing times ſichnelte amongſt thoſe 
beate, ſo that many will be ücke together, inſomuch that 
ye ſhall fe tihtin wire leane therewith, and they will then 
ſcantlp cate any thing af all: and it pe Drive them vatothe 
paſture 02 field, they will rale and fail downe by the way: 
And ik it take them in ſummer, tzep will lye and 0wpe in 
the ſunne all day, and it taketh them as they had lithargie, 
which is a llepie and ſoꝛgettull ſicknes. It this diſeaſe then 
happen, they thut vp all their hogs together in one houſe, x 
let them there remaine a day and a night without any meat 
oꝛ dꝛinke. On the next day after, to thoſe that will deinke, 
they giue water, in the which is ſtamped the rotes or wild 
cticumbers. And ſo many as haue dꝛunke thereof will be⸗ 
ginne to vomit, and by ſo vomiting, they are purgedtleane 
thereof, and when they haut caſt and cle anſed all the choller 
and filth within their tomacke, * pe may giue to them 
peace, fetches oꝛ beanes, mixt with ſalt water oꝛ to caſt 
bay ſalt amongT 1f, and then they dae mate them fo2 
deinke luke warme water. And as it is very euili am — 
nicious fo2 all beaſtes in ſummer} ta be dete, ſo ig it aiaſt 
chelfip in hogs. Pet J would not haue pe lhon'd giue pour 
hsxs water twice a day, as pe doe other cafteil, as goates, 
ſhtepe and others: but it vou can in the canicular dapes, let 
them feeve nigh ſome riuer, pondes, 92low marſches. £5; 
their heat is then ſo great they cannot ſiF:ce them to dꝛind 
Water onelp, but thep muſtalſo turne and tolle therein, . 'Pe- 
tially in mprye and dirtie water, the which doth greatly 
retteſh and cole them, ſpecially thoſe which haue latte and

great bellies. And herein nature doth ſhew ther wh: if i is 
good fo2 them. 

But if the ſituation of the place will not ſutler and pe: - 
mit, ye muſt then giue them largely danke from the well o;

troughes. Foꝛ if they haue not then all ſufficient thereof to 
dꝛinke, they will haue the diſeaſe of the lights, which is, to 
be purſie and ptiſicke. But this diſeaſe is eaſie o be reme- 
died by putting in their eares the iuice of pomelle ſo called 
in French, in Latine conſiligo, the which J take to be the 
hearbe called Light⸗woꝛt o2 camphere. 

Likewiſe your hogges oftentimes will haue the pame of 
the milf, which doth oft trouble them: and then they will 
goe aſide, and crooked with their bodies, which commeth by 
a great dꝛought as ſome do iudge but molt by fruite; ko: 
when fruits do fall from the trees, and lie vpon the ground 
vataken vp. theſe beaſts are ſo inſatiable in following the 
iwectnelle thereof, that thereby they engender this viſcaſe 
in the ſplene: the which ye ſhall remedie, by making them 
troughes to feede out of, of wood in Latine called Tama- 

x, which, as Jthinke, is called in Engliſh quicke⸗beame 
wood: t pee ſhall therein vle to giue hem ther meate, and 
dꝛinke, aud that wod will remedie it: foꝛ out of that wood 
will come a water oꝛ moiſture, which will heale the infame 
mation of vᷣ diſeaſe.Somtimes there comes inflammattons 
in the milt, fo that it bꝛeedes a peſtilence among hogges. 
which comes by vnwholſome times. And alſo the rather by 
their filthy bodies and feeding, oꝛ elſe by lame —

A hogge is very hurtfull after two o2 thꝛe peares olde, 
thcrefo2e kill him; and ik they fall once to eating fleſh which 
is dead, they will ſoone fail to other aliue, that whatſoener 
they once lap hold on, be it capon, chickt, duck, lamb oꝛ pig, 
ye ſhall rather kill them then make them to leaue, oꝛ to let it 
go. And this ſhal be ſufficient in this place, foꝛ ſuch rauening 
cattell. 

A wap how to feed a hog fat in ſhoꝛt time, is ꝓe ſhai take 
him vp, and put him in the ſlie, and giue him neither meat 
no2 dꝛinke the ſpace of the daies and the nights, 4 then 
giue him continually, and let him be changed once 02 twiſe 
a weeke: he hal be fo greedy after his great hunger. that 
he will a! waies be hungry in eating, ſo that he will bee fat 
in fho2t time.

do ſay) will turne vp and ſpoile as much paſture ground in 
a dap, as will paſture ten beaſts ten daies, which is a great 
loſe among pooꝛe men, that haue the moſt feeding fo2 their 
cattel on the commons, to haue ſo much paſture ground de⸗ 


troyed. Wherefo2e the common faying is the hog is neuer 


good but when he is in the diſh. 

Therekoꝛe me thinks, it ſhall not be here vnmert to ſpeake 
ſomething moꝛe of the ringing of them: wherein ſome men 
doe vſe to pegge them with pegs ol hollic, oꝛ ſuch like hard 
wood and hoꝛne, but this kind of pegging will not long en⸗ 
dure, foꝛ they wil ſoone bꝛeake 02 weare aſunder. And ſome 
do ring them with red wyar, becauſe they will not ſtand to 
any further coſt, and that is alſo ſoone woꝛne aſunder fo? 
red wyaris too ſoft. Others doe put rings of pꝛon: ſome 
with hoꝛne nailes, oꝛ ſtrong white wyar, inthe groyne of 
theirſnowtes, + thoſe are counted much better to endure, 
and pet fo2 all theſe rings they will bzeake the ground, if it 
bee any whit ſoft: therefo2e it . them ſmallp, as it 
ſhould ſceme.
